‘The police reserves were turned out, and 
succeeded in dispersing the mob after re- 
ated charges. The Town Hall was 
Wrecked. Not a single window was left 
whole. 
The riot is considered a curious illustra- 
of the variegated career of the Right 
Hon, Joseph Chamberlain, the Colonial 
Secretary. The Aston Park riots of 1884 
were’ demonstrations on the part of the 
Chemberiainites against the so-called

BOERS SUCCESSFUL IN 
~ ~*~ PASSING BLOCKHOUSES. 


London Times’s Correspondent Says the 
Boer Nation Must Not Be Blamed 
for Isolated Atrocities.

LONDON, Dec. 19.—The correspondent 
of The Times at Pretoria says the prog- 
ress of the war is eminently satisfactory, 
but care should be taken not to imagine 
that more has been done than is actually 
the case, in order to avoid subsequent 
disappointments. 

It is hoped that before long the cleared 
area in the Western Transvaal will reach 
as far west as Mabalstand, but there is 
a concentration of Boers under Comman- 
dant Kemp between Rustenburg and Zee- 
rust. Commandant Lebenberg is proba- 
bly with Commandant De la Rey, who 
has 400 men forty miles northwest of 
Klerksdorp, (123 miles southwest of Pre- 
toria,) and another 200 near Wolmaran- 
stad. 

In spite of the line of blockhouses and 
constabulary posts in the Eastern Trans- 
vaal, it is still possible for Boers to pass 
‘west. On Dec. 15 150 Boers passed over 
thé Wilge River, but they are being 
closely pursued, and will probably either 
be captured or driven out. Blockhouses 
do not keep the enemy out unless built 
600 yards apart, with barbed wire entan- 
glements between. 

The correspondent accounts for about 
600 Boers in the Orange River Colony, 
besides De Wet's concentration, which is 
divided into two groups, comprising four 
commandos, 

The whole Boer nation, says the corre- 
spondent, should not be condemned for 
the crimes of a few, such as the recent 
outrages upon natives. As the enemy be- 
comes more scattered discipline suffers, 
and many acts, not countenanced by the 
leaders, are committed by individuals. 
The Boers’ treatment of British prison- 
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ers and wounded is generally correct, in 
spite of the effect the long-continued war 
must have on the men’s passions. 


LORD ROSEBERY’S SPEECH.

It is regrettable, however, says the cor- 
respondent, that the Vienna papers did 
not wait for the full text before com- 
menting on the speech, as the brief tel- 
egraphic summary available clearly led 
them to erroneous conclusions. The most 
conspicuous example of this is furnished 
by the Neue Freie Presse, which inter- 
prets Lord Rosebery’s suggestion that 
Great Britain negotiate with the Boer 
chiefs in Europe as “nothing less than 
am appeal to rescind Lord Roberts's proc- 
lamation of annexation and to leave the 
national independence of the republics 
intact.” 

The Paris correspondent of The Times 
says Baron d’Estournelles-Constant has 
addressed a letter to Lord Rosebery pro- 
testing against the statement of the iat- 
ter that the Continental feeling sgainst 
the South African war is due to hatred of 
Great Britain. 

It is not her enemies, but her friends, 
declares Baron d’Estournelles-Constant, 
who suffer at seeing Great Britain en- 
gaged in a war of extermination and 
ruin. Europe would put above'all othe:s 
that British statesman who could re:on- 
cile this feeling with the interests of his 
country.

REPUBLICAN LEADERS 


Senator Platt Recalled and As- 
sured of Substantial Recognition. 


Thomas B. Sturges Now Named for Fire 
Commissioner and James L. Wells 
for Tax Board President. 


Senator Platt, who, according to the po- 
litical schedule, was not to reach town 
until to-morrow, arrived early yesterday 
afternoon and hurried to his quarters at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel. It was under- 
stood last night that he had received mauy 
requests from his lieutenants in the Re- 
publican County organization since Mr. 
Low announced his appointments on Mon- 
day to come to New York as soon as pos- 
sible to use his influence with Mr. Low to 
secure substantial recognition for the or- 
ganization in the distribution of the im- 
portant places yet to be filled.

ments,

James R. Sheffield, who has been Mr.

UNCONSCIOUS IN WOODLAWN. 


A Man Who Said He Was John Hall

From papers found in the man’s posses- 
sion the police established his identity.

At 671 Fifth Avenue no answer was made 
to the bell when it was rung by a re- 
porter. On the house is a sign stating 
that the house is to let, furnished.

MR. ROCKEFELLER NOT 
IN COPPER COUNCILS. 


His Emphatic Denial of Relationship 
with the Trust—Public State- 
ment Probable. 


That John D. Rockefeller is annoyed and 
embarrassed over the confusion of his name 
with the stock jobbery in Copper Trust 
shares is attested in a variety of ways. He 
is not one of the Amalgamated Copper 
Company's Directors, is not responsible for 
its policy, and is not invoived in the series 
of stock market sensations which hosts of 
critics in Wall Street regard as a scandal. 

Mr. Rockefeller’'s disavowal of relation- 
ship with this trust and its gigantic specu- 
lative moves—in a crash that has extin- 
guished approximately a hundred millions of 
dollars of investment value—has been given 
more than once; but in no Way more ex- 
plicitly or more emphatically than in a let- 
ter just written to a friend. 

Mr. Rockefeller is much interested in the 
work of a mission identified with his 
church; he gives personal attention to it, 
and he seeks the co-operation of his fellow- 
church members. Following the customary 
rule there was recently sent out a brief cir- 
cular letter setting forth the mission's 
work, its progress, and its plans, and sug- 
gesting that the managers would be glad 
to receive contributions. 

One member of the church, opening this 
communication, handed it to his wife with 
the lament that he would this season be 
obliged to forego all privilege of helping the 
mission work along, so heavy had been his 
losses through a too confident trust in Mr. 
Rockefeller’s Amalgamated Copper stock. 
And the candid wife forthwith wrote an 
explanation saying just that. 

Immediately there came a reply. Mr. 
Rockefeller wrote that he felt wronged. 
Yet he wrote calmly. Substantially he said: 

“I regret deeply to learn of your mis- 
fortune. But it ts not of my doing. I am 
not the conductor of the Amalgamated Cop- 

er Company. I am notinit. Have noth- 
ng to do with it.” ‘ 

Mr. Rockefelier’s friends quote him as 
much exercised over what he regards as 
industrious and studied efforts to identify 
his name with the Copper Trust, and he 
may feel warranted in transcending one of 
his known rules to the extent of making a 
formal statement to the public. 


SIGNIFICANCE OF THE 
PAYNE APPOINTMENT. 


Politicians See in It an Effort to Build 


Up a Roosevelt Machine. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The selection 
of Henry C. Payne to succeed Mr. Smith as 
Postmaster General has occasioned a vast 
amount of political gossip. Some of the 
politicians profess to see in the appointment 
a good deal more than the apparently nat- 
ural choice by the President of one of his 
closest personal and political friends as a 
member of his Cabinet. They say Mr. 
Payne is to be the President's political ad- 
viser in the Cabinet, and that he is to be in 
that way closer to the President than any 
other member of the Cabinet. 

It is set down for a certainty that Mr. 
Roosevelt intends to be a candidate for the 
Presidency in 1904, and that his campaign 
for the nomination is to be made under the 
management of Mr. Payne. The prediction 
is made that Mr. Payne will displace Mr. 


Hanna as a political leader. It is said Mr. 
Roosevelt could not have chosen a better 
erson to serve him in a political way. Mr. 

ayne is rated here as one of the most ac- 
complished. managers in the Republican 
Party, and it is pointed out that he is par- 
ticularly strong in the West. where Mr. 
Roosevelt would be likely to look for his 
greatest support in the choice of delegates 
to the next National Convention. 

Politicians who assume that the gossip 
with reference to the relations Mr. Payne 
is to sustain to Mr. Roosevelt is well found- 
ed, make the suggestion that the post to 
which Mr, Payne has been assigned is the 
one Cabinet place above all others affording 
the largest opporttinity for building up a 
Roosevelt following. 

As Postmaster General Mr. Payne will 
come in close contact, it is said, with the 
most influential local politicians all over 
the country, his department coming nearer 
to the politics of every section than any 
other under the executive branch of the 
Government. 

Mr Smith's resignation will go into effect 
about the middle of January.

ago he went to Chicago, apparently to re- 
main, as recently he had ordered his furni- 
ture sent on. 

He suffered considerably from insomnia, 
the result of a stomach trouble, and fre- 
quently he would start out at midnight for 
a bicycle ride.

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BURNING TROLLEY CAR 
DASHED UP BROADWAY 


Men and Women, Panic Stricken, 
Jumped to Street. 


Defective Electric Wires Set Fire to 
Body of the Car in Front of 
Hotel Marlborough. 


Trolley Car No. 168 of the Broadway line, 
loaded to the doors with passengers, sud- 
denly burst into flames shortly before 5 
o'clock last evening just the car was 
opposite the Hotel Marlborough, Thirty- 
seventh Street and Broadway. There was 
a panic among the passengers and a crush 
of frightened men and hysterical women 
before the fire could be gotten under con- 
trol. The car was completely wrecked, but 
no one was injured. 

The spectacular sight of a blazing trolley 
car dashing up Broadway at top speed, 
making for the car barns, attracted a large 
crowd which tried to keep pace, and added 
to the confusion. The car was headed 
for the barns at Fiftieth Street and Seventh 
Avenue, but the flames, fanned by the 
draft of the speed, enveloped the vehicle 
completely, and the firemen had to be 
called to extinguish the flames. 

The car, in charge of Motorman Joseph 
Brady and Conductor Peter Synn, must 
have been burning for some time before the 
fire was discovered, the cause being de- 
fective electric wires under the body of the 
car. Policeman Flagler, who was standing 
at the corner of Forty-second Street and 
Broadway, saw the car as it approached 
from a distance and noticed that smoke 
was issuing from under the floor. He ran 
to the nearest fire alarm box and sent in 
an alarm. About this time the fire in the 
car burst forth. Smoke filled the inside 
of the car suddenly, and in an instant 
flames shot high outside from under the 
floor and soared high over the roof. The 
motorman realized in an instant the danger 
of the passengers, shut off the current, 
threw on his brake, and jumped. | 

With the first sign of the fire inside the 
car panic broke loose. Those nearest the 
platforms tore open the front and the rear 
doors and jumped to the street. Among the 
other pussengers inside the car a struggle 
began. Men lost their heads and rushed 
for the door, crushing each other in their 
fright. and women screamed and grew hxs- 
terical. Hardly were the people out of the 
car when the flames burst through the 
floor inside. 

The car following No. 168 had come up 
in the meantime, and an Inspector of the 
ling crderee. the motorman of the newcomer 
to push its blazing mate to the car barns, 
at iftieth Street and Seventh Avenue. As 
the burning car began to move ahead, the 
Graught occasioned by the motion fanned 
the flames stil! higher, and with smoke and 
flame Lursting out of both doors and every 
window the car began a wild rush up the 
crowded thoroughfare, everything ahead of 
it trying to get out of the way, and a great 
crowd rushing: along not to lose sight of the 
stirring spectacle. 

By the time the cars reached a point be- 
tween Forty-second Street and Forty-third 
Street there was danger that the after car 
also would catch fire. The engines and 
hook and ladders summoned by the police- 
man céuld be made out tearing down the 
street, and there was another wild rush of 
the crowd tc get out of the way of the 
firemen. The drivers of the fire engine and 
the truck had considerable difficulty in 
thredding their way through the crowded 
street en account of the danger of running 
over some of those unablé to get out of the 
way. The engine was connected with the 
neurest hydrant, and soon a_ stream. was 
playing on the burning car. The fire was 
got under control and the car, all of its 
woodwork destroyed, was pushed to the car 
barns. ‘She incident caused a block on 
Brcadway which lasted for fifteen minutes. 
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“ FEMALE” BARBER WAS A MAN. 


Arthur L. Carver Masqueraded 
Thirty Years in His Native Vil- 


lage in Maine. 
Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Dec. 18.—The trite saying that 
‘truth is stranger than fiction’’ was ney- 
er better exemplified than in the case of 
Arthur L. Carver of North Haven, Me., 
who for thirty years paraded before 
the public as a woman under the name of 
Lillian G. Carver. The case of ‘‘ Miss Car- 
ver’’ was brought to the attention of the 
public this morning by the publication of 
a dispatch from Rockland, Me., saying that 
the person who was supposed to be Lillian 
Carver of North Haven, Me., for the past 
thirty years is in reality Arthur L. Car- 
ver. This morning’s dispatch states that 
‘““Miss’’ Carver for a number of years 
ecnducted a candy store and barber's shop. 

‘““Miss’’ Carver was an expert barber, 
and was quite popular with the permanent 
residents and the growing Summer colony 
of North Haven, and was well and favor- 
ably known. ‘‘Her”’ barber shop was a 
popular resort of the village gossips, and 
**Miss"’ Carver is said_to have had a 
prosperous business. ‘‘Her’”’ soft white 
hands were much admired by the patrons 
of ‘“‘her’’ barber shop, and many tales are 
told of village swains who tried to capture 
the ‘“‘female’’ barber with their winning 
smiles. ; 

‘“‘She’’ never refused a tip from the 
village folk, the rich Bostonians, or the 
New Yorkers who make North Haven their 
Summer home. “ Miss’”’ Carver dispensed 
soda to the young ladies of the village and 
passed out the candy to the school chil- 
dren for many years, taking their pennies 
in return, but nobody ever suspected that 
“she” was he. 

In the morning dispatch from Rockland is 
made public a sworn statement signed by 
Mr. Carver, his parents, and the Rev. Ly- 
man R. Sweet, pastor of the Blaney Memo- 
rial Baptist Church, 67 Richmond Street, 
Dorchester, and is as follows: ‘ 

“Having been known in North Haven, 
Me., (my birthplace and home for thirty 
years,) as a female by the name of Lilian 
G. Carver, I do hereby publicly declare 
that I have been masquerading, and for 
more than ten years against my _ wishes. 
Force of habit, filial regard, and dread of 
the necessary sensation attendant upon 
such a step, have prevented me from doing 
my duty, whick now, as a Christian I_un- 
dertake to de. My real name is Arthur Les- 
He Carver. I am a man, and since Septem- 
ber, this year, (1901,) have dressed and 
have been known as such.

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RAINS A GOOD THING IN MAINE. 


Rivers Now at a Good Pitch and Ice 
. Crop Is Assured. 
Special to The New York Times, 


BANGOR, Dec, 18,—A rainstorm that is 
worth several millions of dollars to the 
State of Maine began last Thursday night 
and continued through Sunday, turning the 
carly and severe Winter. into Spring, car- 
rying off the two feet of snow that fell 


recently, and clearing the Penobscot and 
Kennebec Rivers of the broken and dirty 
ice that had formed. The rivers that had 
been running so low that many of the large 
pulp ani cotton mills were threatened with 
entire loss of power are now at goed pitch, 
and the farmers, who lately have been 
obliged to hau! water long distances to sup- 
ply their stock, are rejoicing in full wells. 

In the weeds the situation is greatly im- 
roved by the,rain, the deep snows having 
Been settled to a firm bottom, and the | 
swamps and streams filled, so that the next 

freeze will make a good foundation for log- 
ging roads. The rivers are now at good | 
pitch with clean, fresh water, so that the | 
new ice crop will be of the very finest | 
quality. This is the first heavy rain in 

Maine since early last Spring, and it will 

have the effect of putting life into every 

one of the State’s principal industries. 
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Traffic Resumed on the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad. 
Beginning Thursday morning, the 19th, all 
through and local trains will be operated on reg- 
ular schedule on main line between New York 
and Buffalo, Toronto, and Chicago.—Ady. 





Building of the Diamond Rubber Com- 
pany Destroyed—Horses Saved 


from Stable. 

The upper half of the six-story carriage 
factory of Burr & Co. on the northwest 
eorner of Broadway and Fifty-fourth Street 
and the adjoining property of the Diamond 
Rubber Company, were nearly destroyed 
last night by a spectacular fire which raged 
over an hour before it was gotten under 
control. 

The fire started just after 11 o'clock and 
for many blocks around the streets were 
filled with people. Several thousand per- 
sons, many of them in evening clothes, evi- 
dently returning from the theatres, made 
up a large part of the crowd. 

In the rear of the Diamond Company's 
two-story building at 1,717 Broadway was 
where the fire began, and it was some time 
before the firemen had any warning that 
there was much danger except to the horses 
next door, in O. S. Bailey’s Rockingham 
stables. 

Men rushed out of street cars and into 
the stables to save the horses, many of 
which were blooded animals belonging to 
private families. Some of the horses balked 


at the bright light of the flames, but within 
twenty minutes over seventy-six horses 
were gotten out and quartered in near-by 
stables. 

While the horses were being taken out 
one of the more spirited animals kicked a 
stableman in the head. He was taken to 
Roosevelt Hospital, where his wounds were 
dressed. 

Just as the burning rubber in the forward 
part of the building was practically put 
out, a sheet of flame burst through the 
roof toward the rear and shot up in the 
air alongside of Burr & Co.’s_ carriage 
factory, which took fire almost instantly 
in the fourth floor. 

A second and a fourth alarm brought a 
water tower, and for a few minutes it 
looked as if the fire would spread much 
further. Many of the residents in Fifty- 
fourth Street began to leave their houses 
with their more valuable personal property. 

While the flames were pouring out of all 
of the nine windows of the upper floors on 
the Fifty-fourth Street side of the carriage 
factory three firemen, who were kept 
drenched by the play of the water tower 
upon them, dragged a line of hose up the 
outside fire escape through the flames to 
the fourth floor. 

In about one minute, which seemed fully 
an hour to the watching crowd, the flames 
were beaten back enough to give the fire- 
men a chance to stand on the escape un- 
protected by the tower, and a cheer went 
up from the crowd, An extension ladder 
was then run up on the front of the build- 
ing, and more firemen protected by a 
drenching stream carried up another hose. 

Chief Croker, who was on his way to the 
fire, had been delayed Dy running down a 
man at Twenty-sevemth Street, as soon as 
he reached the scene mounted the long fire 
escape and led the fighting in the thick of 
the fire at the top of the building. For 
some time the men were not sure that they 
wouid not have to retreat. 

Shortly after 12 o'clock the fire was got- 
ten under control, and within the next half 
heur the fire was pretty well extinguished 
except for the burning woodwwork in iso- 
lated parts of the gutted floors. The en- 
tire building was drenched with water, and 
the total damage to the carriage factory is 
placed at about $55,000 because it is not 
thought that the walls of the building suf- 
fered. The damage to the Diamond Rub- 
ber Company was not estimated, as the 
amount of stock on hand was not learned. 

When the fire was at its height a hose 
running through Fifty-fourth Street, just 
east of Broadway, burst in the middle of a 
crowd consisting largely of finely dressed 
women and men in evening clothes, who 
were drenched to their skins amid the 
laughter of the crowd, and there was a 
scattering that was much quicker than 
anything the police had been able to effect 
in their efforts to give the firemen room. 
The fire lines were in charge of Capt. 
Donohue and the reserves of the West 
Forty-seventh Street Police Station. Among 
the persons who witnessed the fire was 
Fire Commissioner John Scannell. 

In addition to the crowds in the street, 
the windows of the Hotel Bayard, the Aris- 
ton, and two or three apartment hotels 
within a few blocks were filled with spec- 
tators. Traffic of the Broadway line above 
Forty-second Street was suspended for over 
an hour and a half and the cars crossing 
Fifty-third Street and running on Eighth 
Avenue were also blocked for the best part 
of an hour. 

While Chief Croker was speeding up 
Broadway in his automobile on his way to 
the fire he struck a machinist employed in 
the Victoria Hotel, who was crossing at 
Twenty-seventh Street with a can of beer 
in his hands. The machine tossed the man 
abcut fifteen feet, and the beer flew in all 
directions. The man picked himself up but 
slightly hurt. He refused to tell his name. 
As the Chief was about to start on again a 
man who said he was John Linner, a shoe 
manufacturer of and President of the Town 
Ceuncil of Carlisle, Penn., leaped in his 
way and abused him roundly for running 
the man down, told him he must be drunk, 
and ordered him to get off the machine. 

Chief Croker called to Policeman Magna 
and ordered him to arrest Linner, saying 
that he would return later and make a 
charge against him. Linner was much sur- 
prised at the turn events had taken, for 
he did not know who he was talking to, 
and was led away to the West Thirtieth 
Street Police Station, where at 1 A. M. he 
was still detained, pending the arrival of 
Chief Croker. 

Mr. Linner succeeded in obtaining bail 
before Chief Croker returned. He felt very 
bitterly over his arrest and declared that 
there was nothing about Chief Croker or 
his automobile to indicate that either be- 
longed to the Fire Department. Chief Cro- 
ker, on his way back from the fire, stopped 
at the station house and insisted that Mr. 
Linner be held and said he would appear 
in the Jefferson Market Police Court this 
morning to press his charge of interfering 
with a fireman against him. 





PLOT TO RESCUE MUTINEERS. 


Two Convicts Who Escaped from Leav- 
enworth and Were Recaptured 
Pian Second Escape. 

Special to The New York Times. 
LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Dec. 18.—A plot 
to kill Federal penitentiary officers and 
rescue two of the convict mutineers was 
discovered by Warden McClaughry through 
a cipher letter to-day. After the letter 
was deciphered it is said that one of thé 

convicts gave full details of the plot. 

Bob Clark and Turner Barnes, two of the 
leaders in the biggmutiny, were captured 
near Lawton a week ago last Friday. Clark 
learned on Saturday that officers were on 
their way to take them back to the Fed- 
eral penitentiary. He wrote a letter in 
cipher using figures, and addressed it to 
his brother under the name of “ Ravery. 
Keokuk Falls, Oklahoma.” 

It was found that Clark was writing to 
his brother to get a friend to join him, and 
for them to board the train near Guthrie 
and rescue them from the officers. Deputy 
Warden Lemon and Guard Zerbet were 
bringing in the convict desperado, and had 
the letter been mailed, in all probability, 
either the officers or the convicts and 
their rescuing friends would have been 
killed on the train. 


FOUR FLOUR MILLS CLOSE DOWN. 


Probable that Other Minneapolis Con- 
cerns Will Follow Suit. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 18.—Four 
flour mills of the Consolidated Milling Com- 
pany were shut down this morning. There 


is every probability that nearly all mills 
will be closed before tne end of the week. 

The closing of the milis results in part 
from temporary depression in the demand 
for flour from abroad. 

A. C. Loring, President of the Consoli- 
dated Milling Company, said to-day that a 
very serious element in the conditions 
which had compelled a shut-down at this 
time was the shortage of cars In the North- 
west.

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PASSED BY THE HOUSE 


It Imposes Dingley Rates for the 
Benefit of the Islands. 


Five Republicans Vote Against Their 
Party After a Warm Debate—Three 
Democrats Favor the Measure. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The bill to pro- 
vide revenue temporarily for the Philippine 
Islands passed the House to-day by a vote 
of 163 to 128. Five Republicans—Messrs. 
McCall of Massachusetts, Littlefield of 
Maine, and Heatwole, Eddy, and Stevens 
of Minnesota—voted with the Democrats 
against the bill, and three Democrats— 
Messrs. Robertson, Davey, and Broussard 
of Louisiana—voted with the Republicans 
for it. 

Mr. Meyer, a Democrat of Loutsiana, was 
paired in favor of the bill with Mr. Foster, 
an Illinois Democrat. Mr. Warner, (Rep., 
Ill...) who voted against the Porto Rican 
bill last Congress, voted for the Philip- 
pine measure to-day. Mr. Crumpacker, 
(Rep., Ind.,) who also voted against the 
Porto Rican bill, was absent. 

Just before the vote was taken on 
passage of the bill the attitude of the 
nority was defined in a motion to 
commit, offered by Mr. Richardson, 
minority leader. 

Mr. Henry (Dem., Texas,) was the first 
speaker. He characterized the bill as op- 
pressive and outrageous. Months instead 
of two days, he said, would not be too long 
for the discussion of a measure of vital 
interest to 10,000,000 people. He dwelt 
upon the injustice of the double export and 
import tax on rice, sugar, and tobacco, and 
charged that this double taxation was in 
the interest of the sugar and tobacco trusts. 

Mr. Henry took issue with the Louisiana 
members as to the effect of free trade with 
the Philippines upon the sugar industry of 
Louisiana. He pointed out that Porto Rico 
last year produced more sugar for export 
than the Philippines and denied that free 
sugar from the islands would threaten the 
Louisiana industry with annihilation. The 
benefits from the sale of cotton and rice, 
he argued, would more than compensate 
for any injury to the sugar industry. 

Mr. Williams (Dem., Miss.,) followed Mr. 
Henry. He said that as long as the Phil- 
ippine archipelago was a part of the United 
States and within its demain it should be 
treated as part of the union with the same 
equality and uniformity enjoyed by the 
other territories. But to avold the embar- 
rassments, hardships, and difficulties of the 
situation he believed we should get rid of 
the islands as soon as we could do so with 
honor to ourselves and benefit to the Fili- 
pinos. 

In conclusion, Mr, Williams expressed his 
concurrence in the suggestion made by Mr. 
De Armond yesterday that the Philippines 
be exchanged for islands in the West In- 
dies, or other territory, r to our bor- 
ders. 

Mr. Hepburn (Rep., Iowm,) charged that 
the reason the oppositidn gave unanimous 
consent for a vote on the ‘bill without op- 
portunity to offer amendment was because 
they did not wish to present their propo- 
sitions in concrete form and were “ content 
to talk and afraid to act.”’ 

Mr. Hepburn said he did not believe the 
Filipinos were capable of self-government, 

“Do you not believe they are as capable 
of self-government as the Cubans?” in- 
quired Mr. Shafroth, (Dem., Col.) 

“I do,”’ was the reply. : 

“Then, do you not believe in the inde- 
pendence of Cuba?” 

‘The Democratic Party forced the Ad- 
ministration into a position where it was 
compelled against its will to declare for the 
independence of Cuba,’ replied Mr. Hep- 
burn amid Democratic applause. 4 

‘‘Oh, you may applaud,” he continued, 
‘but I predict that before many years you 
will yourselves see the unwisdom of giving 
the Cubans independence.”’ {Republican 
applause. ] ; 

““I do not believe you could find a promi- 
nent Filipino on the islands,” interjected 
Mr. Mercer, (Neb.,) who has returned re- 
cently from the islands, ‘‘ who desires in- 
dependence. They desire only a protector- 
ate.”’ os 

“T care not what the Filipinos want,” de- 
clared Mr. Shafroth. ‘‘ I am only concerned 
with what the American people want. 


MR. McCALL’S SPEECH. 


Mr. McCall, (Rep., Mass.,) a member of 
the Ways and Means Committee, who op- 
posed the Porto Rican Tariff bill in the 
last Congress, opposed the pending meas- 
ure in a vigorous speech. Referring to the 
Porto Rico decisions by the Supreme Court, 


Mr. McCall said: i 

“Four of the five Justices who upheld the 
law were of the opinion that the fifth Jus- 
tice in deciding with them assumed a po- 
sition inconsistent with that taken by the ~ 
same Justice in another decision promul- 
gated by him on the same day. One Jus- 
tice said that the two positions were ir- 
reconcilable. If his positions were irrecon- 
cilable, who shall say which one was right 
and which was wrong? It may therefore 
fairly. be said that upon these questions 
which involve our powér to make the peo- 
ple of the Philippine Islands mere chattels 
without a country, ,to confer upon them a 
bastard, common-law citizenship and cyn- 
ically to force upon them a cruel commer- 
cial isolation, the court stands with four 
and a half Justices ranged upon one side 
and four and a haif upon the other.’’ 

So far as the pending bill was concerned 
Mr. McCall said that he disbelieved so 
profoundly in the Administration’s Philip- 
pine policy that he could not support it. 
“What have we seen in the last three 
years?” he asked. ‘ We have witnessed 
the solemn farce of four or five very esti- 
mable American gentlemen sitting as a 
legislature over ten millions of people of 
whose language, customs, conditions, and 
existence they were probably ignorant four 
years ago. : 

* We have witnessed the spectacle of an 
American army numbering over 70,000 men 
engaged in conquering a people struggling 
for independence. We have seen our high- 
est court apparently forgetful that this 
Nation was established as a protest against 
the power of one people to tax permanently 
another peopk, declaring Congress exempt 
from the Constitutional limitation upon the 
great centra! power of taxation, and thus 
opening the way for autocratic government 
and for the exploitation of subject peoples. 
We have seen our permanent standing 
army multiplied more than threefold, and 
the expenses of our military establishments 
approach that of the most army-ridden na- 
tions of Eurove. We have seen ourselves 
take a position highly inconsistent in point 
of justice with the Monroe doctrine, when, 
demanding that the Governments of the 
Eastern Continent shall keep their hands 
off of this hemisphere, we ourselves, with 
hundreds of millions of untilled acres and 
vast untouched forests, seize at one stroke

PHILIPPINE POLICY DENOUNCED. 


“IT believe now as I have always believed, 
that when our Commissioners set their 
hand to the treaty annexing the Philippines 
they inaugurated as infatuated a policy ag 
any upon which a great nation ever em- 
barked. It was a policy. which has been 
followed ty the destruction by us of tens 
of thousands of innocent brown men who 
had never done us any harm, and who were 
lured ty our own glorious history to fight 
for their freedom and their homes. It wag 
a policy, tos, as a result of which thou- 
sands upon thousands of the sons of Amer- 
ican mothers will sleep their last sleep 
upon the banks of the Rio Grande and the 
Pasig. I know it is said that it will give us 
commerce. Our trade with those islands 
appears to-day to have reached the magnif- 
icent proportions of the trade of a corner

grocery, but if it should promise to bring 
to this ccuntry all the weaith of the Indies 
{ believe that our National honor, the pres- 
ervation in their integrity of republican 
institutions, our future peace and safety, 
every dictate of interest and justice demand 
that we shall now so shape our steps that 
we may return again to the God of our 
fathers.” . 

After a few remarks by Mr. Green (Dem., 
Penn.,) in opposition to the bill, Mr. Mc- 
Ciellan (Dem., N. Y.,) closed the debate for 
his side. The acquisition of the Philippine 
Islands, he said, was the most costly plunge 
ever made by a reckless gambler at the 
Monte Carle of international politics. 

“ Your justification for embarking this 
country upon a policy of colonialism,’’ said 
he, *‘ was that it would open new markets 
tor American products. And now, despite 
your solerv promise, you propose by this 
bill to close the markets of the Philippines 
to the peuple of the United States. As long 
as you keep up the bars of protection and 
forbid the Filipinos to trade with us, just 
so ‘ong wiil they remain our enemies. If 
they cannot ‘sell to us they will not buy 
from us, and if they cannot trade with us 
thcir sympathies will follow their interests. 
if you tear down the barbarous restrictions 
of a protective tariff between different 
parts of ovr territory, you will not only 
open new markets for American products, 
but by permitting the Filipinos to prosper 
you will have begun the work of pacifica- 
tion and cf fitting them for self-govern- 
ment.”’ 

The debate was closed by Mr. Dalzell 
(Rep., Pennu.,) in a speech of an hour. He 
drew a parallel between the Government of 
the Louisiana Territory immediately after 
its acquisition and the government of the 
Philippines to show that the latter was 
much less arbitrary and despotic than the 
former. Hse commended to those on the 
other side who were so zealous of the rights 
of the “little brown men” in the Philip- 

ines the protection of the rights of the 
lack men in the South. 

‘This measure purports to be a revenue 
bill,’ interrupted Mr. McDermott, (N. J.) 
**Can he cite any act which imposed a 
duty upon goods from one Territory or 
State to another?” 

‘ Certainly,”’ replied Mr. Dalzell. “If the 
gentleman will examine history he _ will 
find that duties were levied for a long 
time on goods from the Territory of Louis- 
lana and also of Florida.” 

Mr. Richardson, the minority 
moved to recommit the bill with 
lowing instructions: 

“ To report a bill reducing the tariff laws 
and internal revenue laws now in force in 
other portions of the United States to a 
revenue basis, and to apply the same to all 
portions of the United States, including the 
Philippine Islands, to be m effect until 
order has been restored there, and the 
Filipinos permitted, with the aid of the 
United States, to establish a stable and in- 
dependent Government.” 

The. motion to recommit was 
vote of 122 to 172. It was a strict party 
vote as far as the Republicans were con- 
cerned, but there were three votes against 
the motion from the Lemocratic side, cast 
by Messrs. Broussard, Davey, and Robert- 
son, all of Louisiana. Mr. Mayer (La.) was 
paired against the motion with Mr. Foster 
(Dem., Lil.) 

The bill was then passed—163 to 128. 
The bill imposes the Dingley rates upon 
goods entering the Philippines from the 
United States. It also provides for the col- 
lection of tonnage taxes on vessels plying 
between the United States and the Philip- 
pines, and that foreign vessels may ply be- 
tween these ports until Jan. 1, 1905. The 
duties and taxes collected under the provis- 
jons of the bill shall go into the Philippine 
treasury, to be expended for the use and 
benefit of the islands. 


CHINESE EXCLUSION LAWS. 
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Merchants Engaged in Asiatic Trade 


Oppose Excessive Restrictions— 
Organized Labor's Views. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs had an in- 
formal hearing on the subject of 
Chinese exclusion, prominent members of 
the Asiatic Association being heard in favor 
of liberal treatment to Chinese merchants, 
travelers, and students, while Representa- 
tive Kahn, who represents the San Fran- 
cisco district, including Chinatown, and 
Herman Gutstadt, representing the Federa- 
tion of Labor, spoke for rigid exclusion of 

the Chinese. 

The members of the Asiatic Association 
who spoke for more liberal treatment of 
the Chinese were John Foord, Secretary; 8. 
D. Webb of the China and Japan Trading 
Company of NewYork and Shanghai, and 
¥F. B. H. Payne of the Westinghouse Com- 
pany. They maintained that at a time 
when the United States was seeking trade 
opportunities in China there should be no 
harsh legislation against the Chinese, par- 
ticularly Chinese merchants. From _ per- 
sonal experience in China, the members of 
the association paid a high tribute to the 
representative Chinese engaged in business 
in that country. 

Representative Kahn urged the necessity 
of strict exclusion. In response to sugges- 
tions that there was a division of opinion 
on the subject, Mr. Kahn stated that the 
mercantile community of San Francisco was 
about three to one for exclusion, a recent 
test vote by the Merchants’ Association 
having shown this result 

The delegates of the Asiatic Association 
called at the White House and presented a 
memorial to the President, urging that the 
principle of ‘‘ the open door’ to the unde- 
veloped markets of Eastern Asia should be 
preserved intact; also that all treaty rights 
with China guaranteed to our citizens 
should be protected. 


NOMINATIONS UNCONFIRMED. 


Senate Does Not Act on Three Army 
Vacancies—Gen. Funston’s Pro- 
motion Discussed. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—When the Sen- 


ate to-day acted upon nominations, it did 
not pass upon those of Capt. William Cro- 


gier to be Chief of the Ordnance Bureau, 
with the rank of Brigadier General; Col. 
George L. Gillespie, to be Chief of Engi- 
neers, and Gen. George B. Davis, to be 
Judge Advocate General, and other nomina- 
tions dependent upon these three. 

In the case of Capt. Crozier there 
been some criticism on the ground 
otver officers of superior rank are 


criminated against by his nomination. There 
is a question connected with Col, Gillespie's 
nomination as to the time for which his 
tenure of office should continue, whether 
for four years only, or permanently. 

The only name in the army list over 
which there was any discussion was Gen. 
Funston’s. Complaint was made that the 
promotion to a Brigadier Generalship is an 
undue reward for his part in the capture of 
Aguinaldo, but the promotion was defend- 
ed by Senator Harris of Gen. Funston's 
own State of Kansas Senator Harris 
quoted from the records to show that both 
Gen. MacArthur and Gen. Wheaton had in- 
dorsed the nomination and that both had 
been cognizant of the expedition in search 
of Aguinaldo before it was undertaken, and 
had favored it. After hearing these ex- 
planations, the committee decided unani- 
mously to report the nomination.

PHILIPPINE COMMISSION 
SUBMITS A REPORT 


Insurrection Now Confined to Five 
of the Provinces. 


Federal Party Has Gained Adherents 
Rapidly—Municipal Suffrage 
the Pacified Districts. 


in 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Provision for 
a permanent civil government and for much 
important legislation regarding the indus- 
trial develcpment of the Philippines is em- 
bodied in the annual report of the Philip- 
pine Commission, 

It is declared that the Federal party rap- 
idly gained adherents throughout the archi- 
pelago, and that there are few towns in 
any of the provinces which have not their 
Federal committees. The members of the 
party were most active and effective in 
inducing insurgent leaders to surrender. It 
is declared by the commission that: 

“Outside of the five provinces named, 
(Batangas, Cebu, Bohol, Samar, and Min- 
doro,) there is peace in the remainder of 
the archipelago. All insurrectionists have 
surrendered, and in most of the provinces, 
except among the Lake Moros, it is entirely 
safe during the day for travelers unattend- 
ed to go from one town to another. In other 
provinces, recent war conditions and suf- 
fering and hardship from cattle pest and 
locusts have developed ladronism. The peo- 
ple are friendly to the Civil Government 
and manifest no desire whatever for a con- 
tinuance of the war, but only a desire for 
peace and protection.”’ 

V'aking up the question of the political 
future of the Filipinos, it is declared that 
(he theory upon which the commission is 
proceeding is that the only possible method 
of instructing the Filipino people in meth- 
ods of frec institutions and self-govern- 
ment is to make a Government partly of 
Americans and partly of Finpinos, with 
ultimate control in American hands for 
some time to come. Less than 10 per cent. 
of the people speak Spanish, and the edu- 
cated people, under the influence of Spanish 
teaching, have but a faint conception of real 
civil liberty and the mutual self-restraint 
required for its maintenance. The commis- 
sion has already, however, established mu- 
nicipal suffrage in the pacified parts of the 
islands, ana has limited the suffrage to 
those who can read and write English or 
Spanish, or who own property of the value 
of $250, pay an annual tax of $15, or have 
been municipal officers. Thus far, only 
49,523 eiectors. have qualified under these 
provisions, out of a population of 2,695,801, 
in 30 municipalities, showing only 18.3, 
electors per 1,000 inhabitants. This is only 
about 10 per cent. of the number which 
would cualify with similar population un- 
der Americar law. The commission declares 
that in fixing these qualifications it fol- 
lowed the recommendations of all the Filip- 
inos who were consulted, except that there 
were many who advocated a higher quali- 
fication. 

Many of the common people, the commis- 
sion believes, will be brought within these 
qualifications in one generation, by the 
widespread system of education which is 
being inaugurated, and the electorate will 
thus be gradually enlarged. Meantime it is 
proposed by practical lessons to eliminate 
from the minds of the more intelligent part 
of the community those ideas of absolutism 
in government which now control, and tc 
impress upou them the division of powers 
prevailing under the American system. 

For the purpose of carrying out these 
views, the commission outlines a project 
which in brief contemplates the continu- 
unce for two years of the existing powers 
of the ccinmission. Then a representative 
Government is to be formed composed of a 
Civil Governor, a Legislative Council, and 
a Popular Assembly, the powers of the lat- 
ter being closely limited so as to prevent 
it from choking the Government in making 
the budget during fits of passion or through 
inexperience. The President of the United 
States would, of course, reserve absolute 
veto power. The Filipinos should also have 
the might to be represented before Congress 
and the executive Government at Washing- 
ton by two delegates. 

The coramission proposes to_ settle the 
vexed question of land titles by legislation 
providing for the sale of public lands upon 
the homestead principle, and the payment 
through a bond issue of the price of the 
lands now held by the religious orders. A 
h) per cent. reduction in the tariff on Phil- 
ippine imports into the United States 
would, it is said, increase our trade by leaps 
and bounds, Other recommendations are, in 
substance, that the present system of tim- 
ber cuttiirg under license be continued; 
that mining and incorporation laws be 
passed; thut the commission be permitted 
to confer charters upon railways, and to 
aid them by grants of lands or guarantee- 
ing low interest upon the investments, 
(probably the total obligation would not 
exceed $1,650,000): that laws be passed pro- 
viding for coinage on the gold standard, 
with local silver currency, and for a system 
of national banks and land mortgage banks. 

A full account is given by the commission 
of the organization of the system of educa- 
tion which has been going on so vigorously 
under Dr. F W. Atkinson, the General 
Superintendent. The English language is 
the vasis of all public instruction, and near- 
ly one thousand trained teachers from the 
United States already have been put to 
work in the towns and citles of the pacified 
provinces. Applications for teachers have 
been received from many towns where it 
has not yet been possible to send them. 

The greatest eagerness is shown among 
the natives to obtain a knowledge of . " 
lish, and a general primary education. In 
Manila, seccndary schools have been estab- 
lished, a normal school is engaged in the 
instruction of Filipino teachers, and night 
schools are holding regular sessions with 
1,800 pupils. Manual training schools and 
agriculiturai colleges are a part of the 
project which is being carried out for edu- 
cating the people to better methods of labor 
and preduction. Recently, instruction § in 
telerraphy has been begun with the aid of 
the Signal Department of the army, and 
it is proposed to gradually transfer the tel- 
egraphic service from the army to the Civil 
Government by provinces, as young Fil- 
ipinos become sufficiently competent to act 
a3 operators. On, the opening day of the 
normal school the number enrolled was 
450, the number eventually enrolled being 
over 600, 


THE MISSOURI FACTIONAL FIGHT, 


Compromise Candidates 
pointed Please Both Elements. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—It was an- 
nounced at the White House to-day that 
the President has decided to send to the 
Senate to-morrow the nominations of 
Charles F. Gallenkamp of Union, Mo., to 
be Surveyor of the Port of St. Louis, in 
place of Charles H. Smith, and Charles F. 
Wenneker of St. Louis to be Collector of 

Internal Revenue. 

It also was stated that the recommenda- 
tions of the Republican members of Con- 
gress will largely govern the President tn 
the selection of officers in their respective 
districts in Missouri, and that in the State 
at large the recommendations of Richard 
Kerens, the Missouri member of the Re- 
publican National Committee, and Mr. 
Aikens, Chairman of the State Republican 
Committee, will be given favorable consid- 
eration. 

The settlement which the President has 
made of the contest over the Missouri ap- 
pointments is viewea by Secretary Hitch- 
cock as satisfactory.

PLAN FOR PAYING 
CARNEGIE RELIEF FUND 


Income from $4,000,000 Gift to 
be Applied to Pensions. 


Employes Who May Be Disabled in the 
Service of the Carnegie Company 
Will Be Cared For—Rewards 
for Long Service. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Dec. 18.—Announce- 
ment was made to-day by officials of the 
Carnegie Company of the organization of 
the Andrew Carnegie Relief Fund, and 
the plan of its operation. Prior to his re- 
tirement last Spring, Mr. Carnegie tendered 
to the Board of Directors of the company 
$4,000,000, to be held in trust, and the in- 
come to be used as a pension and relief 
fund for old employes. It was not intended 
a3 a substitute for stock distributed among 
officials and employes, but its object was 
to give to the injured or their families, or 
to such employes as became’ needy in old 
age, through no fault of their own, some 
provision against want as long as they 
needed assistance. 

The Directors turned the fund over to an 
advisory committee consisting of Charles 
L. Taylor, Chairman; Thomas Morrison, 
Thomas Lynch, D. C. Kerr, E. H. Atley, 
and H. J. Lindsay. They announce that 
they have about completed a workable 
plan, and hope that the department will be- 
come operative early in the new year. 

The committee has adopted rules and 
regulations which provide for the taking 
care of employes who may be disabled by 
accident in the service of the company or 
who may, after long and faithful service, 
become incapacitated for further labor, 
and for the widows, children of employes 
who are killed in the service or of em- 
ployes who have died after long and faith- 
ful employment and left their families in 
need.

MR. CARNEGIE AND HIS GIFT. 


He Calls at the White House to Confer 


with the President. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Andrew Car- 
negie was in the city to-day and, with Sec- 
retary Root, lunched with the President at 
the White House. It is understood that 
the proposed gift of $10,000,000 by Mr. Car- 
negie to the Government for the establish- 
ment of a university of higher learning in 
this city was discussed, but the statement 
is made to-night that the matter is still un- 
developed, and there is nothing to be said 
on the subject for publication. 

Mr. Carnegie left the city late in the 
afternoon. He was quoted as saying as he 
was leaving the White House that there 
would be no trouble about the gift, that the 
matter would come out all right. 

When Mr. Carnegie was seen at his resi- 
dence on his return from Washington last 
night he refused to say anything regarding 
his visit to the President. 


RESCUED FIVE AT A FIRE. 


————— 


Firemen Carried a Man, Two Women, 
and Two Children from Burning 
Apartment House. 


Lieut. Fred Fuchs of Engine Company 
No. 40 and Fireman John Fay of the same 
company last evening rescued a man, two 
women, and two children from the five- 
story apartment house at 372 Columbus 
Avenue, near Seventy-eighth Street. 

The fire started in some rubbish in the 
lower hallway. The house quickly filled 


with a dense smoke. The men of Engine 
Company No. 25 arrived first and started 
to work. Then Lieut. Fuchs came and 
started through the lower hallway. He 
heard sounds of a woman crying for help. 
He and Fireman Fay tried to get upstaira, 
but the halls were so filled with smoke 
they could not. 

Then they went into No. 370, next oor, 
and up stairs, down through the scuttle of 
the burning building. On the top floor in 
the hallway they found a man, two wo- 
men, and two small children, almost faint- 
ing from smoke. They were carried into 
the fresh air, and later taken to the street. 
Neither the police nor firemen obtained 
the names of the rescued persons. 


TWO MEN ARRESTED 
IN ALLEGED POLICY SHOP. 


Agents of Two Societies Raid Place on 
Coenties Slip Without Police 
Assistance. 


Superintendent Reardon of the Anti- 
Policy Society and Superintendent Ham- 
mond of the Society for the Prevention of 
Crime, accompanied by Agents Higgins and 
McClelland, raided an alleged policy shop 
at 11 Coenties Slip, in Police Capt. Crea- 
mer’s precinct, yesterday afternoon. Two 
men, father and son, were arrested and 


locked up in the Old Slip Police Station. 
They gave their names as John and Charles 
— and said they lived at 130 Broad 
Street. 

The raid was made without police assist- 

ance, and it is said by the detectives that 
policy slips were being sold at the time of 
the descent upon the place. The raid oc- 
curred at 4 o'clock. Considerable excite- 
ment was created in the neighborhood, but 
no opposition was encountered by the raid- 
ers. The place is a dingy little cigar store 
on the ground floor of a three-story brick 
building.

TAMMANY OFFICIALS — 
MAY BE ARRESTED. 


Defalcations Alleged in a Department 
of City Government—Warrants 
May Be Out To-day. 


District Attorney Philbin has assigned as- 
Sistants to prepare evidence which may 
lead to the indictment of two Tammany of- 
ficials and their prosecution by Justice 
Jerome when he comes into the District 
Attorney's office on Jan. 1. Three city de- 
partments are involved in the investiga- 
tion. In one department of the City Gov- 
ernment defalcations have been found 
which will lead to the arrest of the minor 


officials involved. The evidence has been 
obtained and the warrants will probably be 
issued to-day. 

Controller Coler, who as the financial of- 
ficer of the city has been called upon to in- 
vestigate certain matters, said: 

‘There is no information that I can give 
out. It would defeat the ends of justice 
to make any statements just at this time. 
When arrests are made the matter will be 
made public.” 

Another department of the City Govern- 
ment which is being investigated by Dis- 
trict Attorney Philbin is the Building De- 
partment. Violations of the building laws 
were called to the attention of Buildin 
Commissioner James G. Wallace severa 
weeks ago, and formal notice was served 
on Commissioner Wallace by District At- 
torney Philbin that com laints had been 
made of the violations of the law. In re- 
turn Commissioner Wallace reported that 
no violations existed, according to the re- 
ports of his Inspectors, 

District Attorney Philbin has since this 
report received information alleging 
that Commissioner Wallace tried to con- 
ceal the real facts in making his official re- 
port. The result has been the assignment 
of Assistant District Attorney Thorne, who 
will continue on the staff of District Attor- 
ney Jerome, to prosecute this work, and if 
the facts warrant secure the criminal prose- 
cution of certain officials of the Building 
Department. : 

District Attorney Philbin declared yester- 
day that two avenues were open for the 
prosecution of Tammany officiais for 
wrong-doing. The first was to carry a 
case into the City Magistrates’ Court in 
the district in which the alleged crime was 
committed and have a warrant sworn out 
for the arrest of the official. District At- 
torney Philbin said yesterday that he 
would assign assistants to prosecute any 
such cases. The other method is to have 
the evidence in shape for presentation to 
the first Grand Jury in ge 4 over which 
District Attorney Jerome will have control. 

One allegation of the violation of the 
Building Code made against Commissioner 
Wallace is in connection with the structure 
now being built at Broadway and Maiden 
Lane. District Attorney Philbin has once 
called the attention of the Building Depart- 
ment to this matter. A meeting of the 
Board of Building, composed of Commis- 
sioners Wallace, Campbell, and Guilfoyle, 
was held yesterday. 

The matter of the violations of the law 
on the Broadway and Maiden Lane building 
were discussed. Commissioner Guilfoyle 
introduced a resolution declaring that the 
builders should not be_ granted — 
favors, and that no violations of the build- 
ing laws should be allowed. Commissioner 
Guilfoyle was_outvoted by Commissioner 
Wallace and Commissioner Campbell, and 
the motion to compel the builders to com- 
ply with the law was laid over until the 
meeting next Tuesday. 

Many other alleged violations of the 
building law have been discovered, and 
facts have also been brought to the atten. 
tion of District Attorney Philbin that 
buildin; plans have been “‘held up” sey- 
eral months in the Building Department 
while certain officials tried to compel own- 
ers and builders to pay money for their 
approval. District Attorney Philbin was 
informed that a demand for $250 was made 
on one builder. 

The Street Cleaning Department is an- 
other bureau which under District Attorney 
Jerome will be investigated. Street Clean- 
ing Commissioner Nagle has been trying 
to force through the Municipal Assembly a 
resolution appropriating $180,000 for horses, 
carts, and other supplies. He has failed, 
and the mepublican members of the Munic- 
ipal Assembly claim that $11,500 has been 
spent in violation of law for horses with- 
out the money being available in the funds 
allowed to Commissioner Nagle to conduct 
his department. oe 

District Attorney Philbin when seen yes- 
terday said: 

‘““My assistants are working very hard at 
the present time. The bridge case, the case 
against Scannell and Marks, and the Tar- 
rant case are all taking up considerable 
time. As far as possible I am assigning as- 
sistants to do work which will be continued 
by them when my successor takes office,” 


CAPTURED FIFTY FRESHMEN. 


The Columbia freshman class of 1905 held 
their class dinner last night. As a prelim- 
inary they captured early in the morning 
Ernest C. Whitin, the sophomore class 
President, who, however, was rescued by 
his classmates after a fight. 

Freshmen began arriving at the dining 


place, the Hotel St. Andrew, Broadway and 
Seventy-second Street, about 8 o'clock. 
Two hundred were to have been present, 
but some fifty were kidnapped by the 
*“sophs."’ Sophomore Benjamin, however, 
fell into the hands of the “ freshies,’’ who 
handcuffed him and paroled him on his 
word that he would not use a saw or file 
to open them. Capt. Kear of the West 
Sixty-eighth Street Station was appealed 
to, but he was unsuccessful with several 
keys. Benjamin when last seen was in 
search of a locksmith. 

The attacking sophomores finally became 
so obstreperous that the police were noti- 
fied, and Capt. Kear, two Roundsmen, and 
fifteen policemen were summoned to keep 
order around the St. Andrew. At 10 o'clock,

BILL OF EXCEPTIONS 


Declares Majority of Court Con- 
sidered Only One Side. 


In Thirty-one Objections to Verdict He 
Contends that 
Ramsay Ignored All Testi-

. WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Rear Admiral 
Schley’s bill of exceptions to the majority 
report of the court of inquiry was handed 
to Secretary Long to-day by M. A. Teague. 
The bill, which was drawn by Mr. Rayner, 
contains thirty-one exceptions. The ground 
of the objection is that the majority of the 
court in preparing its opinion and find- 
ings considered only the testimony of the 
witnesses against Admiral Schley; that it 
ignored the testimony of his witnesses aito- 
gether, and that even in considering the 
testimony of the witnesses against him it 
ignored those portions of their testimony 
which were favorable to him. 

The prayer is that the majority report be 
disapproved and that Secretary Long remit 
the proceedings to the court, with instruc- 
tions to them to take into consideration the 
testimony favorable to Schley and prepare 
a new report. The thirty-one paragraphs 
point out the cases in which the court is 
alleged to have ignored the testimony in 
favor of Schley. It is charged in plain terms 
in the twenty-ninth paragraph that the 
majority selected the testimony of a few 
hostile witnesses and based their opigion 
and finding on that, discarding all the other 
testimony. 

It is further charged that the majority 
found Schley guilty even on the specifica- 
tions which the Judge Advocate expressly 
abandoned as incapable of proof. The bill 
asserts that the majority have not only 
ignored all the testimony for the defense, 
but have not even adverted to it in their 
findings, and that *‘ by so doing they have 
perverted the ends of justice.” 

As an example of this, it is charged that 
the majority accepted the ‘‘Damn_ the 
Texas” colloquy as proved, although the 
only witness who testified that it occurred 
was: Commander Hodgson, while Schley 
and Cook denied it, and the other officers 
present said they heard no such conversa- 
tion. Many similar instances are given in 
the bill. The bill also demands that the 
court pass upon the question of the efficacy 
of the blockade. 

The. precept, it claimed, ordered the 
court to pass upon this, but the majority 
did not express any opinion about it. It 
also demands that the court shall express 
an opinion about Capt. Lemly's charge that

In cases where Admiral Schley believes 
that the court took the testimony of both 
sides into consideration he files no excep- 
tion even though the decision against 
him, For example, he files no excep- 
tion to the charge that he made slow prog- 
ress toward Santiago. He and his friends 
believe that this charge was disapproved, 
and Admiral Dewey found in his mi- 
nority report; but Schley believes that in 
finding against him in this point the ma- 
jority did consider all the testimony, and 
so files no exception. There are several 
other instances of the same kind.

MR. LONG’S COURSE. 

Secretary Long, almost immediately after 
the receipt of the bill of exceptions, called 
Judge Advocate Lemly and the solicitor for 
the department, Mr. Hanna, into confer- 
ence. At its conclusion the Secretary said 
that he had no statement to make regard- 
ing any action that he might take in the 
Premises. He, however, indicated to Mr. 
Teague, through the Judge Advocate, that 
he would not hear an oral argument by Mr. 
Rayner regarding the protest, but that he 
would receive a written statement. 

It was expected that counsel for Admiral 
Sampson would file their objections to the 
findings of Admiral Dewey in the case to- 
day, but it is now stated that such objec- 
tions may not he offered before Friday. 

The text of the bill of exceptions is as 
follows: 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 18, 
To the Honorabie the Secretary 
Navy: 

Winfield Scott Schley, Rear 
United States Navy, (retired,) 
cant before a court of inquiry of which 
Admiral George Dewey, United States 
Navy, is President, and Rear Admirals 
Andrew E. K. Benham and Francis M. 
Ramsay, United States Navy, members, 
and Capt. Samuel C. Lemly, United States 
Navy, Judge Advocate General, objects to 
the approval of the findings of the court 
upon the ground that the opinion rendered 
and the, report of facts made by the ma- 
jority of the court are in conflict with the 
everwhelming weight of evidence, and that 
the majority of the court, in their said 
opinion, have ignored the testimony of the 
applicant and of the whole of the appii- 
cant’s witnesses, and all that portion of 
the evidence given by witnesses for the 
Government which was favorable to the 
applicant, and have thus deprived him of 
rights guaranteed to him by the laws of 
the land and the Constitution of the United 
States, and the applicant now assigns the 
following grounds in support of his said ob- 
jection: 

1. The majority. of the court have given 
their opinion that Commodore Schley should 
have proceeded with the utmost dispatch 
off Cienfuegos when there was no specifi- 
cation covering this subject,*and when the 
applicant did not have sufficient opportuni- 
ty to bring in proper and convincing evi- 
dence in reference thereto, and when the 
only evidence taken by the court on this 
subject was directly contrary to the opinion 
rendered. 

2. The majority of the court have held 
that the applicant should have endeavored 
to open communication with the insurgents 
at the place, designated in the memoran- 
dum_ by Commander McCalla, delivered to 
him on the morning of the 23d of May, 
1898, when in fact there was no place 
mentioned in said memorandum as being a 
place at which a camp of insurgents was 


;located. 
3. The majority of the court have 
rived at the. cpinion stated in the fore- 
oing paragraph without. regard to the 
act, which was proved by an overwhelming 
weight of testimony, that the said McCalla 
memorandum was sent to Commodore 
Schley only for use in connection with the 
information it contained relative to cer- 
tain batteries at. or being constructed in, 
the vicinity of the entrance to the harbor 
of Cienfuegos, as is attested by the Order 
No. 6° dated May 19, 1898, and sent to 
Commodore Schley by Admiral Sampson. 


THE CIENFUEGOS BLOCKADE. 

4. The majority of the court, in the opin- 
fon rendered, hold that Commodore Schley 
should have maintained a close blockade of 
Cienfuegos, when by overwhelming testi- 
mony it was proved that a close and ef- 
fective blockade of that port was main- 

ed, the Judge Advocate having sub- 
_ gtantially abandoned any charge to the

6. The majority of the court in the opin- 
ion rendered have entirely failed to refer 
to Dispatch No. 7, admitted to have been 
sent by Admiral Sampson to Commodore 
Schley, tne construction of which was 
agreed upon in the argument of the case, to 
wit: That it was an imperative order for 
Commodore Schley to hold his squadron 
off Cienfuegos whether the Spanish fleet 
was or was not in that port. 

7. The majority of the court in the opin- 
ion rendered have entirely ignored the ad- 
mitted fact that the Commander of the 
Eagle failed to communicate the situation 
at Cienfuegos to Commodore Schley. 

8. The majorite of the court in the opin- 
ion rendered have entirely ignored the un- 
contradicted evidence in the case that Capt. 
Robley D. Evans, knowing the meaning of 
the signal lights on shore at Cienfuegos, 
failed to communicate his information con- 
cerning them to Commodore Schley. 

9. The majority of the court in the report 
of facts submitted declare that the signal 
lights on shore near Cienfuegos were seen 
by Commodore Schley on the nirht of May 
1898, when in fact the overwhelming 
weight of both oral and documentary evi- 
dence proved that Commodore Schley saw 
and had knowledge of these lights only on 
the night of May 23, and at no other time. 

10. The majority of the court in the opin- 
ion rendered are silent on the subject of the 
following charge preferred by the Judge 
Advocate against Commodore Schley during 

e progress of the investigation, namely, 
that he did not mask his movements in de- 
parting trom in front of the port of Cien- 
fuegos, but by using ardois signals he re- 
vealed the destination of his squadron to 
the enemy on shore, despite the fact that 
by overwhelming weight of testimony this 
charge was entirely disproved. 

THE RETROGRADE MOVEMENT. 

11. The majority of the court have based 
their opinion in reference to the retrograde 
movement upon a statement made in their 
report of facts that Commodore Schley, be- 
fore sailiug from Cienfuegos, received re- 
liable information that ships could be coaled 
in the vicinity of Cape Cruz and Gonaives 
Channel, and it is now respectfully denied 
that there was any such. positive testi- 
mony in this case; every witness with one 
exception who was examined on the sub- 
ject disavowed all knowledge in reference 
thereto, and the uncontradicted testimony 
of Capt. . E. Cook establishes the fact 
that the official charts with which the flag- 
ship Brooklyn was supplied, and upon 
which Commodore Schley was compelled to 
rely for information, showed coaling at 
Cape Cruz to be neither feasible nor prac- 
ticable, and the records clearly show that 
not until the 27th of May, three days after 
leaving Cienfuegos, when Capt. Charles 5S. 
Cotton visited the flagship Brooklyn, did 
Comniodore Schley receive any definite in- 
formation concerning the feasibility or 
practicability of coaling his ships from a 
collier in Gonnives Channel, all of which 
facts have been wholly ignored by the ma- 
jority of the court in formulating their said 
report of facts. 

lz. The majcrity of the court in stating in 
its report of facts that Commodore Schley 
received nc positive information from the 
scout ships as to the presence of the ene- 
my’'s fleet in the harbor of Santiago, utterly 
ignores the overwhelming testimony in 
proof of the fact that Capt. C. D. Sigsbee 
did actually report to Commodore Schley, 
and to others, that the Spanish fleet was 
not in the harbor of Santiago. 

13. The opinion of the majority of the 
court and the report of facts is entirély 
silent on the subject of the proved and 
admitted failure of Capts. Wise and Jewell 
to communicate the information they had 
received in reference to the presence of the 
Spanish fleet in the harbor of Santiago to 
Commodore Schley. 

14. Tha’ the report of facts submitted by 
the court states that the conditions of wind, 
sez, and weather from noon on May 26 to 
June 1, were favorable for taking coal from 
ai sea off Santiago, when this

15. The tables prepared by Government 
experts and admitted in evidence before

j. There has not been the slightest ref- 
erence made by the majority of the court 
to theorcers o£,the honorable Secretary of 
the Navy, 6ffer€d and proved in evidence, 
forbidding the hazarding of American ships 
against shore batteries, and the court has 
decided against the applicant upon the sev- 
enth specification of the precept without in 
the slighiest degree referring to this im- 
portant evidence. 

17. The majority of the court have en- 
tirely failed to give any opinion as to the 
character of the blockade of Santiago, al- 
though the same was included in the 
eighth specification of the precept, and by 
specific direction the court was obligated 
to give an opinion thereupon. 


ACTED UNDER ORDERS. 
The majority opinion of the court that 
Schley should have endeav- 
ored to capture or destroy the Spanish ves- 
sels at anchor near the entrance of San- 
tiago Harbor, on May 29 and 30, and that 
he did not do his utmost with the force un- 
der his command to capture or destroy the 
Colon and other vessels of the enemy on 
May 31, is wholly at variance with the or- 
ders under which Commodore Schley was 
acting before Santiago, said orders, as is 


attested by No. 8, dated May 21, 1898, and 
sent by Admiral Sampson to Commodore 
Schley, restricting his operation to the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of a _ block- 
ade of the Port of Santiago, if the enemy 
should be found therein; and also said opin- 
ion is utterly and absolutely at variance 
with the overwhelming weight of testi- 
mony, which clearly established the fact 
that the affair of May 31 was predeter- 
mined upon and executed as a reconnais- 
sance and not as formal attack upon the 
Spanish vessels, nor upon the land batter- 
ies at the entrance to the Harbor of San- 
liago. : 
19..The majority opinion of the court is 
ambiguous and indeterminate in that the 
court holds the turn of the Brooklyn to 
starboard was made to avoid getting her 
into dangerous proximity to the Spanish 
vessels, Without stating whether evasion of 
such dangerous proximity was due to the 
personal fears of Commodore Schley or to a 
desire on his part to preserve the ship 
intact and ready for further work in the 
effort to win a victory from the enemy. 

20. The majority of the court have entirely 
ignored the overwhelming testimony sub- 
mitted in the case in arriving at the opin- 
ion that Commodore Schley erred in com- 
mencing the engagement on July 3 with the 
port battery, the evidence in the case 
clearly establishing the fact that in the 
execution of the standing order to ‘ close 
in.and attack in harbor entrance,”’ it was 
impossible for the Brooklyn, without turn- 
ing away from the enemy, to open the en- 
gsagement except with her port battery, and 
the evidence also clearly establishes the 
fact that the turning of the Brooklyn in 
the manner and direction in which she did 
turn did not cause her to lose either distance 
or position with the Spanish vessels, the 
contrary opinion of the court upon this 
subject being arrived at only by disregard- 
ing all of the evidence offered in behalf of 
Commodore Schley. 

21. The majority gpinion of the court is 
ambiguous and indeterminate in that while 
stating that the Brooklyn’s turning caused 
the Texas to stop and ‘‘to back her en- 
gines to avoid possible collision,”’ said opin- 
ion does not state whether the danger of 
such collision as comprehended by the ninth 
specification of the precept was real or 
imaginary, whereas’ the overwhelming 
weight of testimony clearly established the 
fact that at no time was there danger of 
collision between the Brooklyn and the 
Texas. 

22. The testimony of Capt. F. E. Cook, a 
witness called by the Judge Advocate, in 
reference to the proximity of the Brooklyn 
to the Texas at the time of the Brooklyn's 
turning, has been ignored and not even ad- 
verted to in the statement of pertinent 
facts. 

23. The majority of the court have as- 
sumed that the testimony of Lieut. Com- 
mander A. C. Hodgson, notwithstanding its 
repeated contradiction in reference to the 
alleged conversation regarding the proxim- 
ity of the Texas at the time of the Brook- 
lyn's turning, is true, and have entirely ig- 
nored the testimony of Commodore Schley 
and Capt. F. E. Cook to the contrary, with- 
out even referring to it in their statement 
of pertinent facts. 


EVIDENCE IGNORED. 

24. The majority opinion of the court that 
Commodore Schley’s conduct in connection 
with the events of the Santiago campaign, 
prior to June 1, 1898, was characterized by 
vacillation, dilatoriness, and lack of enter- 
prise, is in no wise justified by the evi- 
dence submitted in the case, and could only 
have been arrived at by the action of the 
court in wholly ignoring all of the evidence 
of Commodore Schley, all of the évidence 


of witnesses summoned in his behalf, and 
all that portion of the evidence of witnesses 
called. by the Ju Advocate, which was

vestigation and claimed by him to come 
within the purview of the first specifica- 
tion, to wit: That the said Commodore 
Schley was derelict in the discharge of his 
duty and unmindful of the regulations for 
the Government of the navy of the United 
States in that he did not prescribe and 
promulgate anticipatory orders of battle. 

26. The majority of the court have en- 
tirely failed to determine as to who was in 
command of the American naval forces en- 
gaged in the battle of Santiago, the find- 
ing of which fact was absolutely necessary 
in order to determine properJy the first 
specification of the precept af to the con- 
duct of Commodore Schley in connection 
with the events of the Santiago campaign. 

27. The majority of the court have re- 
jected the whole of the testimony offered 
on behalt of the applicant, and have not 
adverted to such testimony, and have en- 
tirely ignored the testimony of the appli- 
cant himself, who was on the stand for 
many hours and subjected to the most 
searching examination; and by so doing 
they have perverted the ends of justice. 
That if this testimony was all false they 
should have so announced, and if all or any 
part of it was true the said applicant was 
entitled to the benefit of it, and by “de- 
clining to consider or pass upon it they 
have deprived him of his common law and 
Constitutional rights. 

28. That the majority of the court have 
found the applicant guilty upon specifica- 
tions which were substantially abandoned 
by the Judge Advocate, as will appear from 
the argument in the case. 

29. That the whole proceedings show that 
the majority of the court, in the opinion 
and report of facts rendered, have selected 
the testimony of a few hostile witnesses, 
and upon that testimony have based the 
said opinion and report of facts, discarding 
all the other testimony in the case, with- 
out making the slightest reference to -it, 
as they were directed by the precept to do. 

sO. The applicant, besides the reasons 
herein given, hopes to be able during the 
further investigation of this inquiry to ad- 
duce other serious and important reasons 
why the majority opinion of the court 
should not be approved. 


WHOLE PROCEEDINGS IRREGULAR. 


31. The applicant is prepared to show that 
the whole proceedings upon the part of the 
majority of the court have been entirely ir- 
regular; that his rights have been pre- 
judiced and ignored; that his testimony in 
many more particulars than have been 
herein cited has not been considered, and 
that the evidence is absolutely insufficient 
to sustain the opinion which has been ren- 
dered by the majority of the court. That 
a grave injustice has been committed, which 
would become irreparable and be perpetuai 
unless this opinion of the majority of the 
court should be disapproved. 

Wherefore, the said applicant most re- 
spectfully prays that approval of the opin- 
ion of the majority of said Court of Inquiry 
be withheld, and that said opinion be dis- 
approved and that he may be afforded the 
opportunity to have the testimony of record 
of himselt and his witnesses properly con- 
sidered and passed upon, and that the pro- 
ceedings be remitted to the court for that 
purpose, and that he be given such other 
and further relief as he is entitled to in the 
premises, W. 8.

Edward Wmmons, the Superin- 
tendent of Hope Hall, was also subpoenaed, 
but was not summoned into the chamber 
because of the lateness of tne hour at which 
the others were excused. Those concerned 
in the memorial will not discuss it, saying 
that it is one of the secrets of the Grand 
Jury, but they express high hopes that the 
town will soon be rid of Hope Hall.

Beckie Denenberg, seventeen years old, 
through her counsel, asked Justice Leven- 
tritt in the Supreme Court yesterday to ap-

vented her marriage to Gus Kahan. The 
girl's petition reads: 

“On or about July 2 the _ petitioner 
(Beckie Deneeberg) was engaged to marry 
Gus Kahan on the 7th day of December, 
1901, and that Julius Lichtenstein and Fan- 
nie Lichtenstein have maliciously induced 
said Gus Kahan to break his said contract 
to marry petitioner, whereby she is dam- 
aged in the sum of $1.”

CITY WINS CONDEMNATION SUIT 


Supreme Court Decides It Can Acquire 
Steam Heating Company’s Prop- 
erty for Bridge Purposes. 


Justice Leventritt, in the Supreme Court 
yesterday, appointed Victor J. Dowling, 
Charles Donohue, and Arthur D. Truax as 
Commissioners of Estimate in condemna- 
tion proceedings to acquire property of the 
New York Steam Heating Company and 
other property in the vicinity of Avenue A 
and Fifty-ninth and Sixtieth Streets, neces- 
sary for the building of Bridge No. 4, 
known as the Blackwell's Island Bridge. 

The condemnation proceedings were op- 
posed by the Steam Heating Company on 
the ground that it was a corporation de- 
voted to public uses, and that its property 
was therefore exempt from acquirement by 
the city unless a special act was passed by 
the Legislature giving the city the power to 
acquire it. 

The Corporation Counsel argued that the 
company was incorporated under the gen- 
eral manufacturing law of 1848, and was a 
private corporation without any special 
charter from. the Legislature. The Steam 
Heating Company then offered to build a 
smokestack 350 feet high to carry off the 
smoke and gases from its factory, so the 
bridge cculc be constructed over its prop- 
erty. 

The court sustained the contention of the 
Corporation Counsel and decided that the 
location selected by the city for the con- 
struction of the bridge was wise and proper 
and that the Steam Heating Company was 
not a corpcration whose business was of 
such a public character as to exempt it 
from the power of eminent domain. 


DOG FOUND HIS DEAD MASTER. 
Young Birdsall Was Frozen to Death in 
the Woods Near. Tarrytown. 
TARRYTOWN, N. Y., Dec. 18.—Paul 
Birdsall, the son of George Birdsall, a resi- 
dent of this place, perished from the cold 
in the woods last night. He started out 
yesterday, accompanied by his dog, to cut 
evergreens for the holidays, and was not 
seen alive again by any of his friends or 
relatives, His body was found to-day. 
Birdsall was twenty-one years old. When 
he failed to return home last night his 


family became alarmed and notified the 


neighbors of his absence. Searching par- 
ties were formed and the woods were 
scoured all night, but no trace of him was

ADIRONDACK RESIDENTS 
APPEAL TO THE STATE 


Want Purchase of Forest Lands by 
Cornell University Revoked. 


Claimed that the Work of the College 
Has Resulted in the Destruction 
of Trees and Woods. 


Adirondack residents have made an ap- 
peal to the State authorities against the 
use made by the Cornell College of Fores- 


try of forest lands in the Saranac region.

Eric P. Swenson, the New York banker, as |} 


President of the Association of Residents 
on Upper Saranac Lake, has petitioned the 
Attorney General of the State to institute 
proceedings to enjoin and prevent the sell- 
ing, removal, and destruction of the timber 
on 30,000 acres of land in Franklin County, 
to have the purchase of these lands by Cor- 
nell University declarea unconstitutional 
and void, and to have these lands declared 
vested in the people of the State. 

This petition was sent to the Attorney 
Genefal yesterday by Agar, Ely & Fulton, 
attorneys for Mr. Swenson. The petition 
makes these allegations as to the facts in 
the case: 

In March, 1898, the Legislature 
an act empowering the Trustees of Cornell 
University to create a department in the 
university to be known as the New York 
State College of Forestry, for the purpose 
of education in the principles and practices 
of scientific forestry. This was to be done 
with the consent and approval and under 
the direction of the State Forest Preserve 
Board. If the Trustees of Cornell accepted 
the provisions of this law they were au- 
thorized to acquire by purchase title to not 
more than 30,000. acres of land in the 
Adirondack forest, to conduct experiments 
in forestry there, and to plant, raise, cut, 
and sell timber as they might deem best. 
It was agreed that the university should 
convey these lands to the people of the 
State at the end of thirty years. 

The Cornell Trustees at once accepted 
the opportunity and appointed E. B. Fer- 
mow Director of the College of Forestry. 
In the Summer of 1898 Mr. Fernow selected 
80,000 acres in Franklin County for the col- 
lege forest land, and the tract was paid 
for by the State Treasurer from money 
appropriated to continue “~ the acquisition 
of land in the Adirondacks.’ The sum paid 
to the former owners, the Santa Clara 
Lumber Company, was $165,000. 

In July, 1900, Cornell entered into a con 
tract with the Brooklyn Cooperage Com- 
pany for the sale of the timber on this land. 
Director Fernow in his report for 1900 
stated that the Cornell College of Forestry 
agreed to deliver. by rail annually to this 
cooperage company 10,000 to 20,000 cords of 
retort and fuel wooa and 2,000,000 to 4,000, - 
000 feet of logs for not less than fifteen 
years and possibly for twenty years, 

This contract led the company to erect 
near Tupper Lake a stave and heading fac- 
tory to utilize the iogs, and a wood alcohol 
plant to use the cordwood, and to construct 
uw railroad to transport these logs and cord- 
wood. A tract of land over four miles long 
and twenty-five yards wide was cleared of 
trees for this railroad. Logging operations 
began in July, 1900, and last January a 


crew of sixty men was engaged in felling 
es and in cutting and skidding logs.

natural reproduction. But President Schur- 
man and Director Fernow stated in the re- 
ports for 1900 and 19v1 that they had cut 
over about 500 acres of land and had re- 
planted 75 acres only, and that part of the 
replanted acres were old burned lands and 
not among the acres cut over by the col- 
lege. 

The petition to the Attorney General 
against the purchase of the forest lands by 
the State for Cornell contends that the use 
of the State moneys for this purpose of- 
fends the provision of the State Constitu- 
tion which prohibits the giving or loan- 
ing of the State credit or funds to or in aid 
of corporations or private undertakings.. 
It also contends that the purchase was not 
made by reason of any appropriation for 
that specific purpose. Hence it is further 
held that the people of the State are the 
equitable owners of these lands, because 
ot the unauthorized use of State moneys. 
It is therefore asserted that these lands 
come within Constitutional protection, that 
they must be preserved as wild forests, and 
must not be held by any corporation, and 
that the timber on the lands must not be 
sold, removed, or destroyed. 

The petition summarizes the result of the 
college operation on the cut area so far as 
*‘ destruction—destruction of the trees and 
destruction of the forest as a water reser- 
voir. And what was once a beautiful 
woods, necessary fer the water supply of 
the State and dedicated by the Constitution 
to the health and pleasure and the highest 
uses of all the people of the State, will, if 
the practice and policy of the College of For- 
estry be unchecked, become a plain of ruin 
and a wide scene of devastation, and a 
large part of one of the State’s most beauti- 
ful and most useful possessions will be 
sacrificed to the greed of one corporation 
and the misguided energy of another.’ 

An injunction for the protection of the 
lands pending proceedings and a decree de- 
claring the lands vested in the people of 
the State and ordering their reconveyance 
to them are desired. Jofin G. Agar of 
counsel for Mr. Swenson, as President of 
the Association of Residents on Upper Sa- 
ranac Lake, says: 

** Referring to the commercial side of the 
Cornell College of Forestry, it is onlv fair 
to them to say that they are endeavoring 
by this means to prove that, if forestry be 
conducted scientifically and economically 
in this country. it will produce a commer- 
cial profit. That is the principle upon 
which they are proceeding, and our answer 
is that the people have expressed their 
wishes in the Constitution that such an 
experiment should not be made in this 
way.” 

The association for which Mr. Swenson 
takes this step includes among its members 
J. S. Bache, F. 8S. Bangs, Robert Dun 
Douglass, Isaac N. Seligman, and Alfred L. 
White of this city, Charles Peabody of 
Cambridge, Mass., and ex-Gov. Levi P. 
Morton. 


GONE WITH $2,000 IN GOLD. 


Disappearance of A. J. Ayres, Messen- 
ger of the Union Bank, Brooklyn. 


The police are looking for Albert J. 
Ayres, twenty-one years old, who disap- 
peared on Tuesday with a satchel containing 
$2,000 in gold coin belonging to the Union 
Bank of Brooklyn. Ayres, who. was em- 
ployed as a messenger for the bank, was 
sent on Tuesday morning to the Hamilton 
Avenue branch of the institution to bring 
away the gold which had accumulated at 
the branch office. Two thousand dollars 
was placed in canvas’ bags, and the 
bags were put in a satchel and given to 
Ayres, who receipted for them and started, 
apparently, to carry them to the main of- 
fice, at Court and Montague §treets. That 
was the last seen of him. 

Ayres had been frequently detained at the 
Hamilton Avenue office, and the cashier 
of the bank did not worry about his ab- 
sence until nearly time to close the bank 
for the day.

TALKS T0 BREWERS 


They Pass Resolutions indorsing 
His Views on Excise. 


They Also Favor a Law Permitting the 
Sale of Liquors on Sundays Be- 
tween 1 and 11 P. M. 


Hearty indo: ent coupled with a pledge 
of practical support was given to the excise 
views of Justice William Travers Jerome 
by the Trustees of the New York State As- 
sociation of Brewers and Malsters at a 
meeting of that body in the Brewers’ Ex- 
change, at 109 East Fifteenth Street, yes- 
terday afternoon. Justice Jerome appeared 
before this organization a few hours after 
his return from Rochester, where he spoke 
the night before, and addressed the full 
board in executive session for an hour. 

Brewers were present from all sections of 
this State. E. G. S. Miller of Buffalo pre- 
sided over the meeting, and among those 
who heard Justice Jerome were George C. 
Hawley of Albany, John B. Hasslocher, 
New York; H. F. Scharmann, Brooklyn; 
C. H. Evans, Hudson; H. B. Hathaway, 
Rochester; John Bradley, Rochester; John 
L. Schwartz, Buffalo; Edwin ©. Hall, Syr- 
acuse; William Muench, Brooklyn, and 
William Hoffmann, New York.

“I ask you to investigate this matter, 
and if your views coincide with mine, give | 
me your help and co-operation.

BASEBALL ARGUMENT TO-DAY.

George Raper awarded the prizes for the 
bull terriers. Frank H. Croker has a fine 
string in this class, and he divided the big 
henors with Frank H. Dole of New Haven. 
Croker scored a veritable triumph with his 
Yorkville Belle, winning three first prizes, 
including as first in the winners’ class, 
while his Bioomsbury Blanche came second. 

The terrier classes are unusually well 
represented, the Irish terriers being a grand 
lot to the scientific eye, although the ignor- 
ant observer is apt to regard them as 
homely and coarse-looking specimens of 
what a blue-blooded dog should be. Two 
brand-new fox terriers that are shown in 
New York for the first time are Terence 
ard Castilian of Notts, the latter a wire- 
haired terrier, 
the LDuchess of Newcastle, and which has 
won numerous prizes in England. The fox 
terrier Terence is also an old English dog 
show favorite. They’have only been in this 
country a few days, and are owned and 
shown by G. M. Carnochan. In the Scotch 
terricrs, the latest importation,is Balma- 
cron Thistle, owned by a Missouri man, 
who modestly states that the dog is open 
to exchange for $1,000. The smart little 
setter is said to have earned over two hun- 
cred prizes in England. It was entered for 
the recent Philadelphia show, but did not 
arrive until too late. 

The toy and fancy dogs are out fn full 
force. The entire length of the Fourth 
Avenue siae of the Garden is occupied by 
a long row of their miniature cages, hand- 
somely decorated with the colors of the 
Ladies’ Kennel Association, blue and white. 
In fact, the predominance of these colors 
throughout the Garden is sufficient to 
aroure an unlimited amount of Columbia 
enthusiasm, and ape of the wags of the 
show was cuthority for the statement ihat 
a Columbia student had asked if all the 
dogs in the blue and white cages were en- 
tered by Barnard girls. When informed 
of the truth he went away sadly depressed. 

Some cf these pet dog cages are entireiy 
covered with glass, the front portion pane | 
arranged like a door, which is shut whe 
the faithful attendant believes it is time 
for the delicats specimen of canine flesh to 
take its nap, and at the slightest. sugges- 
tion of a cooler breeze the silk cushions and 
muffiers are brought into requisition. The 
extravagance to which continued devotion 
to pet dogs can go was illustrated in one 
section of the pet dog row, whére a colored 
mail stands patient guard over her deli- 
cate charges all day long, occasionally tak- 
ing them out, comping their hair, and re- 
arranging the pillows with as much care 
and attention as though serving a2 human 
being.

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THE NEW POSTMASTER GENERAL. 


The people of the United States will be 
reluctant to believe that President 
ROOSEVELT has been guided by any other 
considerations than those of the public 
interests in appointing Mr. Henry C,. 
PaYNE Postmaster General. Neverthe- 
less, the fact that Mr. Payne is best 
known to the country as a politician, as 
an active worker in Republican Party 
politics, will incline every alert mind to 
inquire first what is the political signifi- 
cance of the appointment and only after- 
ward to ask whether Mr. Payne is well 
qualified for the office he is to hold. 

The labors and the responsibilities of 
the Postmaster General are arduous and 
great. That department stands nearer to 
the daily life of the people than any 
other. If its affairs are faithfully ad- 
ministered by a competent head the peo- 
ple get the benefit; if the head of the de- 
partment devotes a great part of his time 
to the distribution of spoils for party ad- 
vantage a public injury is inflicted and a 
public wrong done. It is the great pat- 
ronage department of the Government, 
The spoils system is there largely un- 
checked by the merit system. A politi- 
cian Postmaster General behaving after 
the manner of spoilsmen would play 
havoc with the postal business and bring 
discredit upon the Administration. 

There is nothing in the public record of 
Mr. PayYNE to preclude the theory that he 
has been appointed on political grounds. 
Much in the public career of President 
ROOSEVELT is inconsistent with that the- 
ory. Mr. Paynr has been an ardent 
“Roosevelt man.” Gratitude and appre- 
ciation would for that reason be suggest- 
ed as motives, They are not sufficient. 
It remains for the new Postmaster Gen- 
eral to demonstrate by the efficiency of 
his service that the President chose him 
because he was fit and qualified for the 
place. 


“RECOGNIZING ORGANIZATIONS.” 


Mr. Low’s little speech to the Repub- 
lican Club on Tuesday was characterized 
by clearness and courage. It was none 
the worse, as an explicit statement of 
policy, for being couched in humorous 
terms. When he referred to the circum- 
stance that four out of the five heads of 
departments remaining to be named hap- 
pened to be Republicans, as a proof of 
his possession of “the milk of human 
kindness,”’ he did not in the least weaken 
the force of the sound principle he laid 
down. And he distinctly strengthened it 
when he pointed out that the use of 
*‘ patronage’ might be a distinct detri- 
ment to the party employing it, since 
there never were offices enough, but 
there was always hope enough “to go 
around.” 

In his remarks at the dinner, as well 
as in his appointments thus far, the 
Mayor-elect showed his clear grasp of 
the principle involved. That principle is 
that popularity, or “‘ success,’’ for a mu- 
nicipal administration is to be sought, 
and can only, in the long run, be gained, 
‘by serving the public to the very best ad- 
vantage in every municipal department. 
And this means that the first, and indeed 
the only, consideration, with reference to 
any municipal office is to appoint to it 
the fittest man for it who can be got to 
take it. Theoretically, that might even 
require that a Mayor should not restrict 
his search to the ranks of his own sup- 
porters. Practically that question cannot 
here and now arise. The Tammany or- 
ganization does not contain many ex- 
perts, except in the gentle art of taxeat- 
ing. But the principle equally at least 
involves that the Mayor shall not, in his 
appointments, make it his business to 
* recognize organizations " and to appor- 
tion the offices among the organizations, 
in a ratio as near as may be to the num- 
ber of votes that the organizations re- 
spectively contributed to his election. 
That was the pit into which that very 
well-meaning citizen and official, Mayor 
Srrona, fell at the beginning of his ad- 
ministration, and from which all his fail- 
ures proceeded. When he discarded that 
rule he was able to enrich the public 
service with a WARING. It was because 
he habitually observed it that he had but 
one WARING to show. 

Of Mr. Low’s appointments thus far 
every one has carried the proof of the 
principle upon.which it was made by 
commending itself at once to the public. 
The one appointment that is reported to 
have been made upon the motion of an 
organization is that of the Bridge Com- 
missioner, and that also at once com- 
mended itself to the public; or to that 
part of it which knew Mr. LINDENTHAL’s 
professional standing. Such persons con- 
sidered that the city was lucky to get an 
engineer of such rank for the place. Of 
appointments of which that can be said 
it does not matter at whose instance they 
are made. It is only appointments that 
have to be excused or explained away 
that weaken the administration. Such 


s 


appointments Mr. Low has not made, 
and, as he plainly notified the Repub- 
lican Club, cannot be expected to make. 


INDUSTRIAL PEACE. 

There is something admirably modern 
and enlightened in the spirit and in the 
result of the conference between the rep- 
resentatives of labor and of capital 
brought about by the National Civic 
Federation. War is waste and the avoid- 
ance of waste is one of the most notable 
characteristics of intelligent business 
methods in the present day. It is notori- 
ous that war between employers and the 
employed, in the form of strikes or lock- 
outs, is most wasteful, commonly in- 
flicting upon both parties to the contest 
irretrievable loss. By establishing a per- 
manent board for the arbitration and 
settlement of labor disputes the confer- 
ence held in this city this week has made 
a well-judged and laudable attempt to do 
away with needless industrial war. 

It is a remarkable event, significant of 
the modern spirit and full of encourage- 
ment, that so many of the chief men rep- 
resenting labor organizations and great 
employing corporations should have been 
brought together to take sober counsel 
with each other for mutual advantage. 
No sensible person pretends that the in- 
terests of capital and labor are not mut- 
ual or that one can suffer serious injury 
without correlative detriment to the 
other. This conference has seriously at- 
tempted to create a safeguard against 
the chief danger of loss and injury. The 
wisdom, fairness, and justness of the 
method chosen are self-evident. It is not 
to be expected that the permanent board 
of arbitrators will be able to make an 
authoritative proclamation of principles. 
Foundation principles, like points of 
honor, do not come within the field of 
arbitration. The parties in interest, each 
for itself, must determine principles and 
general policies. They will work well or 
ill, according to their soundness or un- 
soundness, and in the long run only the 
sound principles will survive. But upon 
questions of fact and upon the justice or 
injustice of demands in any given dis- 
pute, a body of arbitrators having the 
confidence of both parties would be able 
in a large percentage-of cases arising to 
bring about an amicable settlement. The 
main thing, the encouraging thing, is 
that capital and labor have agreed to try 
arbitration on this great scale. They ac- 
cept and indorse the principle. which is a 
very long step indeed toward the keeping 
of the industrial peace. 

We have said that this is very modern 
and enlightened. That was the dominant 
note in the discussions of the conference, 
The momentary discord, which served by 
force of contrast to deepen the impres- 
sion of general harmony, was happily 
supplied by Mr, BENJAMIN TILLETT, the 
English labor agitator, who represents 
the old way in labor matters, the way 
that has impaired the productiveness of 
England and threatened her commercial 
supremacy. Mr. TILLETT preaches the so- 
cial revolution, delivers harangues against 
capital and corporations, stirs up pas- 
sion, distrust, envy, and hatred of class 
against class. He was a very useful per- 
sonage in the conference because his 
old-fashioned and warlike sentiments 
served to heighten the effect of the emi- 
nently wise and peaceful counsels of such 
modern men as Mr. 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen and 
Mr. GomPers of the American Federation 
of Labor. Mr. SARGENT pointed out that 
the wages of locomotive firemen have 
been doubled sinee 1873, not by strikes 
or threats of strikes, but by the policy of 
friendly conference with employers; and 
Mr. GoMPERS spoke of the theory of the 
community of interests between capital 
and labor as an accepted doctrine. All 
this must have seemed like very wishy- 
washy stuff to the turbulent Mr. TIL- 
LETT, whose labor organization numbers 
among its triumphs the great dock strike 
which paralyzed English trade and gave 
competing nations an opportunity to get 
away with a good deal of England’s busi- 
ness. 

The permanent Board of Arbitration 
will not be able to prevent strikes 4Alto- 
gether, but it ought materially to dimin- 
ish their number, their duration, and the 
consequent loss. Bad faith is the worst 
enemy of the peacemaker, and it should 
be one of the results of the creation and 
use of this board that bad faith on either 
side of a labor dispute will be made de- 
testable. 


TAMPERING WITH THE BUILDING 


LAW. 

To-day at 2 9’clock the Fire Committee 
of the Board of Aldermen go through the 
form of granting a public hearing to 
those who desire to be heard, pro or con, 
on the subject of amending or rescinding 
Section 105 of the existing code of build- 
ing laws for New York, which reads as 
follows: 


When the height of a fire-proof building 
exceeds twelve stories, or more than 150 
feet, the floor surfaces shall be of stone, 
cement, rock asphalt, tiling, or similar in- 
combustible material, or the ose op and 
floors may of wood treated , some 

rocess, approved by the Board of Build- 
ngs, to render the same fire-proof. All 
outside window frames and sash shall be of 
metal or of wood covered with metal. The 
inside window frames and sash, doors, trim, 
and other interior finish may be of wood 
covered with metal or of wood treated by 
some process approved by the Board of 
Buildings to render the same fire-proof. 


The history of this movement is well 
understood by every one whovhas kept in 
touch with the practices of the Building 
Department under its present manage- 
ment. An interest prominently identified 
with Tammany has lately reorganized 
and capitalized in a large way a building 
corporation to operate in connection with 
a real estate speculation backed by am- 
ple resources of capital. Under one pre- 
text or another, as those are aware who 
have followed our news columns, this in- 
terest has received all sorts of special 
privileges and dispensations, which in 
some instances have required the inter- 
vention of the courts in the form of or- 
ders requiring the Commissioner to en- 
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force the law—which he has promised to 
do, but has not always done. 

There is good reason to believe that 
after the first of January the opportu- 
nity of evading the law by special permit 
and privilege, or by reason of its lax en- 
forcement in cases where the right kind 
of influence is brought to bear, will not 
be open to those who have profited by it, 
and that not only will plans and specifi- 
cations have to be drawn in conformity 
to the provisions of the code, but work 
must be done in accordance therewith. 
Section 105, above quoted, stands in the 
way of the practices which have been fol- 
lowed most profitably in the construction 
of tall buildings; hence the eagerness of 
those in interest to have this section 
amended or repealed, to the end that the 
incoming Commissioner may find his 


hands tied, 
The Board of Aldermen should consider 


that any ill-advised and hastily consid- 
ered modification of the New York Code 
of Building Regulations to remove exist- 
ing restrictions upon the tendency of 
speculative builders to neglect the condi- 
tions of safety in the construction of 
buildings of 150 or more feet high, will 
be a crime against the public interest. 
Eleventh-hour legislation vindicating the 
public repudiation of Tammany can 
scarcely be desired by the organization at 
large. The Fire Underwriters should at- 
tend the hearing to-day in force and be 
prepared to do some plain talking. Ex 
post facto legislation to legalize what is 
in itself wrong and destructive of the 
public interest should not be permitted 
without protest. 


MARCONI AND THE ANGLO-AMERI- 
CAN. 

The more the incident of the proceed- 
ings of the Anglo-American Cable Com- 
pany against Signor MARCONI is consid- 
ered, the more evident it becomes that 
the management of that company is in 
the hands of short-sighted, narrow-mind- 
ed, unprogressive persons who are much 
in need of supplementing the Lord’s 
Prayer with a petition to be taught to 
know their daily bread when they see it. 
Pending an adjustment of the “ disagree- 
ment,” Signor MARCONI has gone over to 
Nova Scotia, where he will continue his 
experiments. If he should find that he 
can transmit intelligible signals as well 
from there as from Newfoundland, and 
that the slightly greater distance does 
not complicate his system or increase its 
difficulties in operation, whatever ad- 
vantage has been supposed to reside in 
the Anglo-American’s telegraph monop- 
oly of Newfoundland will be at an end, 
thus destroying another highly prized 


asset of that company. 
A policy of management capable of 


such conspicuous mistakes cannot too 
soon receive the attention of the stock- 
holders. It is receiving that of the pub- 
lic, to the company’s disadvantage. It 
has also been snubbed by the Provincial 
Government, whose representatives ‘an- 
swered a protest made on behalf of the 
Anglo-American Company against any 
official recognition of MARCONI by visit- 
ing him officially in a body and mani- 
festing great interest in his apparatus 
and plans. Obviously, the Anglo-Ameri- 
ean Company is not far from the con- 
clusion that this is a cold world, and that 
one who looks for sympathy when seek- 
ing to oppose his rights under a strained 
and technical construction of an old 
franchise to the progress of science in 
useful and even revolutionary applica- 
tions does not command unqualified ad- 
miration or undiluted affection. People 
have begun to think that the eagerness 
manifested by the cable companies to 
discredit MARCONI and embarrass his ex- 
periments warrants a suspicion that the 
profits of the present tariff are more sat- 
isfactory than the representatives of 
these companies are desirous the public 
shall believe. Certainly they have helped 
MARCONI as he could have been helped in 
no other way, by recognizing his system 
as a dangerous competitor before he had 
ventured to make that claim for it him- 
self. 


HOME RULE FOR THE POLES. 

From his own point of view as Chan- 
cellor, VON BUELOW does well to meet the 
complaints of the Poles of Prussia with a 
brazen front. That Prince FERDINAND 
RADZIWILL should be the spokesman for 
the Polish-speaking sections of Eastern 
Prussia is a little awkward, owing to the 
close connections in the past between the 
Hohenzollerns and Radziwills; but the 
Prince in question is not likely to prove 
a very formidable agitator. The griev- 
ances of the Poles are real enough, and 
lately they have been exasperated by 
certain village Dogberrys to the point of 
riot, but there is a long distance between 
local disturbances and anything that will 
molest the self-complacency of the Ger- 
man-speaking Prussians. 

The danger lies in possibilities of coali- 
tion between the agitators for the Poles 
and the Centrum, the largest solid body 
of members in that mosaic of political 
parties called the Reichstag. Unlike 
their dangerous cousins the Russians, 
the Poles are Catholics, and no modern, 
milk-and-water Catholics either, but vig- 
orous, not to say mediaeval Catholics, 
akin to Bavarians in the strenuousness of 
their faith. It would be hard to say 
which they loathe more, an Orthodox 
Russian or a Protestant. In so far, how- 
ever, as they can free themselves from 
the curse of religious intolerance, they 
devote their lively wits to the detesta- 
tion of the German as he appears 
to them in his East and West 
Prussian form. He _ represents their 
ancient foe, as well as the man who 
early in the last century put an end to 
the existence of Poland on the map of 
Europe. In fact, they form a pretty close 
parallel to the Catholic Irish as regards 
the Protestants of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, for like them they cherish the bit- 
terness of centuries of ill-treatment, 
springing in part from subjugation, in 
part from religious animosity. 

It is a curious fact that the. beginning

of the twentieth century finds the Rus- 
sians, Germans, and British engaged in a 
similar effort, and one they have inherit- 
ed, namely, the destruction of the feeling 
for nationality in this or that small na- 
tion which under proper conditions 
might easily form a bulwark to the coun- 
try. Russia is trying to destroy their 
sense of nationality in the Finns; Ger- 
many in the Poles and Alsatians; Britain 
in the Irish and Cape Dutch. Yet the 
teachings of modern science would bid 
these strong Governments flatter and 
encourage a vigorous nationality in dif- 
ferent parts of their territory in order 
that the country may have the advan- 
tage of a variety of citizens, instead of 
suffering from a dead level of population, 
all on the same pattern.

—Cities like New York, never having 
suffered from the exposition fever except 
at long intervals, and then only in its very 
mildest form, feel toward cities that ‘* come 
down" with severe attacks of the malady 
much what good sailors do toward pallid 
victims of the uneasy sea—a commiseration 
in which there is no small element of 
amusement. It seems so unnecessary to 
have expositions, and for such very minute 
returns they demand such a very large 
amount of bother and expense! However, 
the cities that have expositions, unlike the 
people who are seasick, get a mysterious 
enjoyment out of their troubles, and there 
is no doubt that they benefit others, even 
if they inconvenience themselves, For this 
and better reasons we are glad to spread 
the news that Portland, Oregon, purposes 
to celebrate the hundredth anniversary of 
the arrival of CLARK and Lewis on the 
Pacific Coast by holding in 1905 a fair just 
as big and beautiful as the Portlanders and 
their friends can achieve. It is not intend- 
ed to attempt a World's Fair, or even a 
Pan-American one, but simply to illustrate 
the resources and progress of the great 
Northwest—an undertaking by no means 
unambitious. The scheme certainly has 
merits, Portland itself will be a marvelous- 
ly attractive exhibit, no less sure to de- 
light than to astonish all visitors to whom 
the word Oregon suggests frontier crude- 
ness and that simplicity which is another 
name for hardship and barbarism. Few 
cities in the world have a finer climate or 
a nobler site than this same Portland, and 
that it is thoroughly up to date in all urban 
qualities 1s best. demonstrated, perhaps, by 
the fact that the traveler finds hotel ac- 
commodations there which recall to him, 
not at all régretfully, the best that New 
York itself can supply. Then, again, the 
Lewis and Clark expedition is as good an 
excuse for a big fair as patriotic Americans 
could desire, particularly now that the Na- 
tion is once more expanding far beyond the 
bounds set for it of old. Lewis and CLARK 
were types of the Americans who are not 
afraid of the new, the unexplored, and the 
remote, and Portland does well to revive 
and crown their memories, now that in cer- 
tain quarters—not many—timidity and inef- 
ficiency are pretending to be virtue.

THE NEW INDUSTRIAL 
FORUM ORGANIZED 


Senator Hanna Elected Chairman 
of the Committee. 


APPROVAL OF LABOR LEADERS 


The Body Will Not Consider Abstract 
Problems of Industry—It Will As- 
sume No Power of Arbitration 
Not Granted by Dis- 
putants. 


Final steps were taken yesterday in or- 
ganizing the work of the Industrial Depart- 
ment of the National Civie Federation, and 
it is now prepared to avert strikes and to 
settle labor troubles when called upon. 

A considerable number of the thirty-six 
members of the committee appointed the 
previous day attended the meeting at the 
rooms of the Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation, 203 Broadway. It was to be an 
executive session, in which the committee 
was to consider its own powers and listen 
to the report of the sub-committee on plan 
and scope. 

As a result of its deliberations, the fol- 
lowing statement was given out after ad- 
journment: 

This committee shal] be known as, the Indus- 
trial Department of the National Civic Assocla- 
fon. 

The scope and province of this department 
shall be to do what may se2m best to promote 
industrial peace; to be helpful in establishing 
rightful relations between employers and work 
ers; by its good offices to endeavor to obviate 
and prevent strikes and lockouts; to aid in ree 
newing industrial relations where a rupture has 
eccurrcd, 

That at all times representatives of employers 
and workers, organ‘zed or unorganized, should 
confer for the adjustment of differences or dis- 
putes before an acute stage is reached and thus 
avoid or minimize the number of strikes or lock- 
outs. 

That mutual agreements as to conditions under 
which labor shall be performed should b2 encour- 
aged, and that when agreements are made the 
terms thereof should be faithfully adhered ‘to 
beth in letter and spirit by both parties, 

This department, either as a whole or a sub- 
committee by it appointed, shall, when, requested, 
act as a forum to adjust and decide upon ques- 
tions at issue between workers and their em- 
ployers, provided, in its opinion, the subject is 
one of sufficient importance. 

This department will not consider abstract in- 
dustrial problems. 

This department assumes no powers of arbitra- 
tion unless such powers be conferred by both 
parties to a dispute. 

This department shall adopt a set of by-laws 
for its government. 

The Committee on By-Laws will report a set 
of by-laws to the Executive Committee at a 
meeting to be held about the last week in 
January, the date to be fixed by the Chairman. 

' The committee also chose permanent of- 
ficers as follows: Chairman—Senator Han- 
na; Vice Chairmen—Samuel Gompers and 
Oscar 8. Straus; Treasurer—Charles Moore; 
Secretary—Ralph M. Easley. A set of by- 
laws is to be adopted later on, and a Com- 
mittee on By-laws was named, consisting 
of the following: Oscar 8. Straus, S. R. 
Callaway, James H. Eckels, John J. Mc- 
Cook, Samuel Gompers, and Henry White. 

A meeting of the General Committee is 
to be held about the tast week in January, 
and the Committee on By-laws will make 
its report at that time. : 

After the committee had adjourned Mr. 
Straus was asked if ex-President Cleveland 
had accepted his appointment. Mr. Straus 
said that Mr. Cleveland had neither ac- 
cepted nor declined, but auued that he was 
convinced the ex-President would gladly 
serve in such a good cause. 

“2 am glad to say, said Mr. Straus, 
* that every one of the labor leaders can be 
counted upon to serve. I feel equally con- 
fident that practically every one appointed 
on the committee will accept. I do not see 
how any one who realizes the great good 
that can come from a union between capi- 
tal and labor can feel that he can deny 
his services in this great cause. We have 
only one aim in view, the aim that has been 
apperent all through the conference, name- 
ly, to promote industrial peace by any 
means human ingenuity can devise.”’ 

After the adjournment Senator Hanna 
expressed his satisfaction with the work 
of the conference. He said that the per- 
manent committee which had been its out- 
come would in all probability play a most 


important part in the future history of the | 


industrial world. 

There was a great deal of discussion 
Jabor circles last evening as to just what 
part the committee will play in the settle- 
ment of strikes, and it was said it was not 
impossivle that it might be called upon to 
act in the near future. 

Samuel Gompers, President of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, was seen at the 
Broadway Central Hotel. Mr. Gompers was 
asked whether the labor leaders being in 
an apparent minority, the committee would 
have their hearty support. 

“It certainly will,” said Mr. Gompers. 
“This committee is just the kind of thing 
organize lubor has for years been striving 
to attain It is a great step in advance for 
organized labor. 1 feel quite certain that 
all of the labor leaders will give it hearty 
and sincere support and recommend similar 
support to the members of their organiza- 
lions, 

“Like all new things, experience 
alone demonstrate how the committee 
make its work most effectual. I see in it, 
first in the econference and, second, in the 
plan proposed, a means by which it is pos- 
sible to avoid strikes and lockouts, but not 
all of them by any means, because [I am 
satisfied that while present industrial con- 
ditions obtain it will be exceedingly diffi- 
cut, if not impossible, to eliminate strikes. 

“But this new movement will remove the 
prejudice from the minds of employers who 
have been antagonistic to organized labor. 
go that they may be more approachable. I 
attach value to the moral influence of the

work it may do. The representatives of 
both classes will try to secure the influence 
of the ecmmittee. The ranks of organized 
labor thoroughly appreciate how beneficial 
such a committee as this can be.”’ 

James Duncan, First Vice President of 
the American Federation of Labor and Sec- 
retary of the Granite Cutters’ Association, 
with headquarters in Boston, is a member 
of the new committee, and was seen last 
evening. He was asked whether he thought 
the work of the labor conference would 
commend itself to the members of his union 
and have their cordial support. 

“Beyond a doubt,” said Mr. Duncan 

romptly. ‘‘ Every one of the labor leaders 
s thoroughly satisfied with what has been 
done and will urge that it be heartily sup- 

orted by the ranks of organized labor. It 
s quite a mistake to suppose that labor is 
in a minority on the committee. Labor and 
capital are represented in that body by an 
equal number of men, twelve each. "The 
remaining twelve members are neutral; 
they must not be classed as capitalists. 
Indeed, as a matter of fact many of them 
are already thought among employers to 
lean in their sympathies toward the side of 
labor. 

“Take such men as Archbishop Ireland 
and Bishop Potter, who are among these 
twelve; nobody doubts but that they will 
be neutral. The neutrals will only use their 
good offices when the others fail to agree. 
A sub-committee of the whole might be ap- 
pointed, say, to look after a certain strike, 
and it probably would consist of six mem- 
bers—two from labor, two from the em- 
ployers, and two neutrals. If the former 
failed to agree. which is unlikely, then the 
latter, the neutrals, would use their influ- 
ence to bring about a settlement. There is 
no question but all the labor leaders heart- 
ily favor this scheme.”’ 

Samuel Prince of the Cigar Packers’ 
Union said the new committee marked a 
great step in advance for organized labor. 


“The members of the unions have been ' 


watching the proceedings closely,’’ said he, 
“and I hear nothing but rejoicing over 
what has been done. The moral inf'uence 
of the committee will be great, and that is 
what the workingmen desire to secure so 
as to have the public sympathy on their 
side, which will assure a victory.”

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NEW EAST RIVER BRIDGE 
PLAN WAS ADOPTED 


Calls for Widening of Delancey 
Street and May Cost Millions. 


Mr. Coler Protested, but Board of Im- 
provements Overruled Him—New 
Bronx Map Also Was Adopted. 


The new map of the Borough of the 
Bronx, which, according to Controller 
Coler, will involve the city in expenditures 


of between $10,000,000 and $15,000,000, was | 


passed at a meeting of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements yesterday. The plan for 
the approach to the new Fast River Bridge 
was also adopted. Delancey Street is to be 
widened to make a 125-foot thoroughfare 
There was much excitement at the meeting 
and many long debates. 

The first matter considered was the 
bridge approach. Commissioner Sheu fa- 
vored the widening of Delancey Street, 
which he said was more economical. He 
reported against the elaborate plans for 
diagonal streets extending from the bridge 
terminal at Delancey Street up to Couper 
Square. The cost of this plan would be 
from $8,000,000 to $10,000,000, and Com- 
missioner Shea said that the cost of the 
land under his plan would be $1,824,000, of 
which $786,000 covers the proposed street 
and the triangular public place connecting 
the rapid transit station at Spring Street. 
The Commissigner said that his plan woulé 
give an unobstructed view of the bridge 
along a wide avenue, and would be a better 
ard more economical approach than any 
suggested. 

President Grout of the Borough of Bruok- 
lyn wanted the matter laid over so that 
the officials of the next adm‘nistration 
could give it consideration. The plans were 
approved, and the only member voting in 
the negative was Commissioner Henry A. 
Kearny. President Grout said that the 
action of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments was not binding, but only amounted 
to a recommendation to the Board ot Al- 
dermen to carry out plans. 

Controller Coler then reported on that 
part of the map laying out a section east 
of the Bronx River. He presented in it a 
report of Engineer Henry Nichols of the 
Finance Department, who protested that 


there were too many 80 and 100 foot streets 
and public parks near to other public 
parks, and that these would burden the 
city with enormous expenses for the im- 
provements. 

‘“*T don't concur in that part of the report 
of the Controller, and I want. to go on rec- 
ord as opposed to it,"’ said President Haffen 
of the Bronx. 

President Holahan read the report of En- 
gineer Risse of the Board of Public Im- 
provements, commending the whole plan, 
and pointing out that great expense would 
be saved by laying out now streets which 
surely would be needed in the future. 

Controller Coler said that the propertv 
owners of the Bronx agreed to the laying 
cut of wide streets, and then appeared be- 
fore the city officials to have their assess- 
ments reduced, and by this method the city 
was losing very large sums of money. 

‘The Bronx has always borne its share 
of all expenditures made in the Lorough,”’ 
said President Holahan. 

Controller Coler continued to maintain 
vigorously that the plan was too expen- 
sive and would cost the city millions. 

‘“‘T will give you the facts at the bottom 
of this thing,'’ said President Holahan. “I 
was not asked to the tea party in the Con- 
troller’s office, but several objectors to 
the plan were.”’ 

The crowd in the back of the meeting 
room shouted: 

*That’s right! ”’ 

James L. Wells, who ran on the Fusion 
ticket for President of the Bronx, urged 
that the map be approved with the wide 
streets. 

“TI think this matter should lay over,” 
said Controller Coler. 

“That's the whole trouble, Mr. Con- 
troller, these matters have been laid over 
for the last seven years, and you are cost- 
ing the city money by having the mattcrs 
laid over again and again. Don’t confuse 
making maps with opening streets,’’ said 
Mr. Wells. 

Several property owners talked on the 
plans, and one of them aroused Controller 
Coler by saying that there had been an at- 
tempt to prevent property owners from be- 
ing heard. 

“That is not so, and you know it,”’ said 
Controller Coler. The property owner and 
several officials tried to talk at onee, but 
were stopped by President [lolahan. ‘The 
map finally was adopted. Controller Coler 
said after the meeting: 

“President Haffen before the meeting 
favored a more economical plan. Then he 
turned tail and in the meeting favored wide 
streets by the score. if some steps are 
not taken the Bronx Borough will get away 
with almost the entire city. I don't blame 
Mr. Haffen as the representative of the 
Bronx, but some other sections of the city 
should be thought of when it comes to im- 
provements.” 

After the discussion dozens of property 
owners of the Brenx made apovlications 
through attorneys for reductions of assess- 
ments for street improvements. 


NEW LOCOMOTIVE COMPANY. 


Its Office Is in the Trust’s Headquarters 
in Paterson. 

PATERSON, N. J., Dec. 18—The New 
Jersey Locomotive Company filed articles 
of incorporation in the office of the County 
Clerk. The capital is placed at $100,000. Of 
this $1,000 is paid in. The avowed object of 


the company is to build and repair locomo- 
tives and do all other work of a similar 
nature, such as building machinery and 
cars. The incorporators are A. L. Curtis, 
J. Clinton Walker, and Frederick W. Cooke. 
The latter bolds four shares, and each of 
the others three. 

The principal office of the company is in 
this city, at the same address as the office 
of the American Locomotive Company, the 
trust. Mr, Cooke is Superintendent of the 
local works of the trust and its resident 
agent. When seen he said that for the pres- 
ent there was nothing more definite to be 
announced than what was set forth in the 
articles of incorporation. 


MALONE IN TOTAL DARKNESS. 


Floods Ruin Electric Lighting Plant, 
and Lamps Are Scarce. 
MALONE, N. Y:., Dec. 18.—The most se- 
rious result following the flood of Sunday 
last in Malone was the complete crippling 
of the Malone electric light plant. The 
power house and dam are situated in a 
deep gorge below the town, and during the 
great rush of water the company’s pond 
was completely filled with logs, trees, and 
all kinds of débris, which came down from 
the woods a few miles above. Sand and 
mud in immense quantities, with anchor ice 
and rubbish, have so filled the flume and 
pond that it will be impossible to clear it 

away before Spring. 

This leaves the town in total darkness, 
and dealers were only partially able <o 
supply lamps and fittings. The company 
owns a partially dismantled plant in town, 
which is now being fitted up as rapidly as 
possible, but which is likely to take a 
month or six weeks. 

The disaster, coming just at holiday time, 
is a serious drawback *o merchants, many 
of whom have made arrangements for spe- 
cial electric lighting. 


CHICAGO RUNS LODGING HOUSE. 


City Provides Accommodations for Hon- 


est Workers and Tramps Alike. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 18.—Chicago will open a 
municipal lodging house at 12-14 Jefferson 
Street on Saturday night. Honest men 
who need a bed and food and tramps and 


loafers who apply to the police stations for 
shelter will be sent to the municipal lodg- 
ing house and put through a cleanliness 
test and a medical examination before they 
will be given a home. They will also be 
asked about their lives and divested of 
weapons. 

An employment bureau will be opened, 
and whenever men are wanted the en 
ers of the municipal lodging house will 
ame to get their lodgers employment.

| SIGNOR MARCONI AND THE 
CABLE COMPANY EXPLAIN. 


Attitude of Each Defined, but the Result 
of the Negotiations in London 
Not Yet Known. 

The solicitors of the Anglo-American 
Telegraph Company yesterday made public 
the following statement: 

“There seems to be some misapprehen- 
sion as to the action of our clients, the 
Anglo-American Telegraph Company, Lim- 
ited, with respect to the experiments in 
wireless telegraphy recently carried out at 
St. John’s, N. F., by Mr. Marconi. In a let- 
ter addressed to Mr. Marconi by the com- 
pany’s legal advisers in Newfoundland, 
after stating the company’s intention to 
take the necessary steps to secure a recog- 
nition of their rights in the colony, the 
retter proceeds: 

“* However, they (the company) instruct 
us to inform you that they are not averse 
to giving the most careful consideration to 
any proposals which may be put forward 
by you with a view to the further con- 
tinuance of your work.’ 

“As to the statement said to have been 
telegraphed from St. John's by Mr. Mar- 
coni on the 17th inst., to the effect that 
in consequenée of the threatened legal pro- 
ceedings of the company, he was compelled 
to discontinue wireless telegraph tests be- 
tween Engiand and the colony, we give 
the following extract from a lettei of Mr. 
Marconi, dated the previous day, (the i6th), 
to the company's advisers: 

***T may mention that prior to the receipt 
of your letter I had decided to discontinue 
the tests and to remove the instruments to- 
morrow.’ ” 





ST. JOHN'S, N. F., Dec. 18, 1901.—Re- 
garding the statement given out by the 
solicitors of the Anglo-American Telegraph 
Company, Sigiior Marconi explains that the 
letter from the company to himself, which 
is referred to, was only its second letter 
to him, and was written after the substance 
of the first letter had been made public. 

He further explains that the first letter 
was of such a character that the public 
Was under no misapprehension as to its 
purport. He received it last Monday. It 
stated unequivocally that unless the Anglo- 
American Company received an intimation 
from him (Marconi) that same day that 
he would abandon his work and remove 
his apparatus forthwith, the company 
would institute legal proceedings to re- 
strain him from further work, and would 
hold him responsible for any damages the 
company might sustain. 

Upon receipt of this letter Signor Mar- 
coni wrote to the Anglo-American Com- 
pany saying he did not wish to interfere 
with its rights, and that he was about to 
remove his apparatus, Signor Marcont 
meant, although he did not so specify, that 
he was going to Cape Spear to erect a pole 
there. The Anglo-American Company then 
sent its second letter. This letter was re- 
ceived after the press of Great Britain and 
the United States had pronounced upon the 
attitude of the Anglo-American Company 
as disclosed by its first letter. In its sec- 
ond letter the company offered to consider 
proposals for a compromise. This led to 
the opening of the negotiations which are 
now in progress in London between the 
Anglo-American and the Marconi com- 
panies, 

Signor Marconi thinks it strange that the 
Anglo-American Company, in giving to the 
world a statement of its position, fails to 
refer to or explain its first letter, which, 
he says, virtually amounted to an attempt 
to compel him to abandon all scientific re- 
search in Newfoundland. 

The status of the London negotiations is 
not known here. Signor Marconi has decid- 
ed to leave here next Sunday. 

All the newspapers condemn the Anglo- 
American Company, and some of their crit- 
icisms are extremely severe, while all are 
vigorous. 


Edison Believes in Marconi’s Success. 

ORANGE, N, J., Dec. 18.—Thomas A. Ed- 
ison said to-day that since Signor Marconi 
had made a statement relative to his tests 
in wireless telegraphy, he (Mr. Edison) had 
every confidence in the truth of the asser- 
tion. Mr. Edison also said that he consid- 
ered Marconi one of the foremost experi- 
menters of the world, and that he believed 
the young Italian would carry his invention 
to a commercial success, 


DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


The Rev. William A. O'Neill. 


The Rey. William A. O'Neill, rector of St. 
Ann’s Roman Catholic Church, on East 
Twelfth Street, died at the parish hose yes- 
terday. He was born in New Jer.<y fifty- 
three years ago, and for thirty years he 
had been a priest. He received his early 
education in New York \.ty by the Chris- 
tian Brothers. The Rev. O'Neill was or- 
dained at St. Joseph's Seminary, Troy, 
June 3, 1871. His first mission was St. 
Gabriel's, in East Thirty-seventh Street, 
he was afterward made pastor of the 
Church of Cold Spring-on-the-Hudson, 

In 1888 Father O'Neill founded the parish 
of the Guardian Angel, in West Twenty- 
third Street. He was made pastor of the 
Church of St. Ann’s in 1895, where he la- 
bored for six years. He paid off $380,000 of 
its debt, and through his efforts the ground 
on which the church is built was purchased 
in April, 1900. The decorations which were 
made under his direction last year have 
made St. Ann’s Church one of the most 
beautiful in the city.

| SCHUETZEN PARK HOTEL BURNS 


Fire Destroys Connecting Buildings Too 
and Four Persons Narrowly Escape 
—Loss $30,000.

The big hotel at the Schuetzen Park, | 
Broadway and Steinway Avenue, Long Isl- 
and City, the hall, pavilion adjoining, and 


stable were destroyed by fire early yester- 
day morning. The loss is about $30,000. 


Four persons who occupied rooms on the ' 
second floor were cut off from the stairway 


by the flames, but were taken out by 


means of a ladder. 

The hotel was a two-story frame struct- 
ure surmounted by an immense cupola fully 
100 feet square. It was connected with a 
public hall which was 100 by 150 and one 
story high, fitted with a big stage that 
would seat about 800 persons. It was 
used for political mass meetings. The fire 
started back of the stairway in the rear of 
the bar in the hotel building. There was 
no stove in the room and no electric wires, 
so it is believed that the fire was of an in- 
cendiary origin. The burned buildings were 
owned by George Ehret, the brewer. 

The hotel, pavilion, and stables were con- 
ducted by Louis Kiepe. Mr. Kiepe has been 
away on a hunting trip, and the establish- 
ment was in charge of August Kok!heison, 
the head bartender. He and Mary Robe- 
lisch, a servant, and two men occupied 
rooms on the second floor. The flames 
spread so rapidly that their escape was 
cut off. They ran_to the windows and 
shouted for help. Their cries were heard 
by Julius and August Schaeffer, who live in 
the neighborhood, They got a ladder, raised 
it to the second floor, and the four descend- 
ed in safety. Four valuable St. Bernard 
dogs were saved by Patrolman Burke of 
the Seventy-fourth Precinct. ‘ 

The loss on the building is estimated at 
$15,000 and on the furniture $5,000. Sev- 
eral organizations which had their head- 
quarters at the hotel are also losers. Of 
these the Frohsinn Singing Society, $2,000, 
mostly in ‘prizes, consisting of silver mugs, 
&c.; Enterprise Uniformed Company, No. 
13, Knights of Pythias, $1,500 in untforms, 
&c.; Uniformed Schuetzen Corps, $2,000, and

The 
room trade was disposed to sell on every bulge 
on the idea that business would continue to fall 
off as the holiday season approaches, which 
would naturally cause sagging prices, barring the 
appearance of important new bull factors. Liver- 
pool and the Continent were early buyers here; 
commission houses had more selling than buying 
orders,, Wall Street took little hand in the 
early operations while the South sold sparingly. 
Freezing temperatures over pretty much all of 
the belt, with light estimates for to-morrow’s re- 
ceipts, checked any severe decline in prices, how- 
ever, after the call. Liverpool quickly con- 
formed to our disappointing opening and for- 
eign demand soon tapered off. For the rest of 
the morning the market fluctuated between 
very narrow limits, with business dull. Through- 
out the afternoon trade was of a professional, 
evening-up character, and small at that, with 
prices holding a trifle under last night’s final 
bids.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


The only important news development 
in Wall Street yesterday was the an- 
nounced further cut in the price of raw 
copper, made by the Amalgamated Com- 
pany. This, singularly enough, was fol- 
lowed, after some slight recession, by a 
sharp upward movement in the quotation 
for Amalgamated Copper, an extreme 
gain of 4 points being recorded. Wall 
Street’s view of the matter was that this 
cut, though apparently signalizing the 
commencement of a bitter trade war, in 
reality marks the beginning of the end in 
that eventually the independent copper 
companies—less able than the Standard 
Oil magnates to wage a destructive price 
war—will come into line on a basis of 
agreement as satisfactory as the circum- 
stances of any trade war settlement per- 
mit. Be this as it may, and whether the 
war be long or short, the opinion in the 
financial district is that a 70-point de- 
cline in a stock such as Amalgamated 
discounts in large measure even the most 
unfavorable developments. 

As for the general market it was de- 
cidedly strong all day, under the lead of 
St. Paul, Union Pacific, and the coal 
stocks; and showed a marked disposition 
to break away from copper. This 
strength appeared at the outset and was 
well maintained until about 2 o'clock, 
when the entire list declined sharply on 
industriously circulated intimations that 
war might follow between this country 
and Germany as a result of the develop- 
ments in Venezuela.

the city of Chairman Roswell Miller, no 
official information in the matter could he 


gotten, but generally it is believed there is 
no truth in the report, which seems to be 
mereiy a revival of an old rumor, which 
was in circulation about a month ago. 

As tor tne talk that the next dividend on 
the stock will be at a 7 per cent. rate, it 
is declared that, inasmuch as the meeting 
to act on the dividend will not be held 
until next March, it is altogether too early 
to discuss the matter.

A correspondent, noting the recent de- 
cline in the Pressed Steel Car issues, 
writes to THE New YORK Times for ex- 
planation of this decline and also for the 
authority of THE Times, when recently it 
stated that the Pressed Steel Car Company 
was to be absorbed by the Steel Trust. The 
authority, it may be said, was an official 


of the trust itself, who gave to THE Timzs 
the first authentic information that ex- 
President Schoen, the founder of the 
Pressed Steel Car Company, had 
disposed of all his _ holdings. Later 
Mr. Schoen himself confirmed the report 
of his retirement from the company and 
the sale of his stock. Since that time there 
have been no new developments, though 
Wall Street has been full of stories, some 
suggesting the trust in control of the com- 
pany, some hinting at the Pennsylvania 
railroad, and some telling of a contemplated 
merger of Pressed Steel and American Car 
and Foundry. THE Timges’s informant, it 
may be said, insists that developments will 
prove that his statement was correct. 

As for the recent decline in Pressed Steel 
stocks—though yesterday the common 
gained % and the preferged 1%—it is due 
to the formation of an opposition com- 
pany, known as the Standard Steel Car 
Company. 


UNION PACIFIC’S REPORT. 


According to best information in Wall 
Street, the Union Pacific’s annual report, to 
be made public in a few days, will show 
between 9 and 10 per cent. on the common 


stock. This, however, will be no news in 
the financial district, inasmuch as the 
figures published from time to time be- 
fore the end of the fiscal year indicated 
some such excellent showing. What in- 
terests Walé Street more is as to what the 
report will disclose concerning the nature 
and extent of the Union Pacific’s holdings 
of Northern Pacific stock and the method 
of financing the purchases. 

Union Pacific stock was the leader in 
yesterday’s market in the railroad group, 
closing with.a net gain of 1% points on 
dealings in 85,000 shares. Banking in- 
terests identiffed with the property were 
again credited with being among the largest 
purchasers. 


MISSOURI PACIFIC’S EARNINGS. 
Traders and professionals generally sold 
Missouri Pacific rather aggressively, fol- 
lowing the publication of the earnings’ 


statement for the second week in Decem- 
ber, showing a decrease of $37,000. Inter- 
ests connected with the property supported 
the stock, and explained the smaller earn- 
ings as due to the blizzard which raged 
in the West last week. It was declared, 
fur’her, that in the end this would prove 
a gcod thing, inasmuch as the snow that 
fell would materially aid the Winter wheat 
crop. 


} SOME GENERAL STOCKS. 

A rise of 3% points in New York Air 
Brake, brought about by the transfer of 
200 shares, disclosed a very limited supply 
of the stock available for market purposes. 
Officials of the company say that very sat- 
isfactory progress is making on the new 
Russian plant. 

The declaration of the regular quarterly 
dividend on Colorado Fuel removing all 
doubt on this score—the Street lately hav- 
ing heard many suggestions of a possible 
reduction in the rate—resulted in a further 
recovery in the price of that security, 
which is up now fully 10 points from the 
low figure recorded last week. 

The advance in Western Union was on 


buying following the publication of a re- 
port that a measure to be introduced in 
Congress looking to Governmental control 
of the telegraph and telephone companies 
of the country. 

The selling of Manhattan in the after- 
noon, causing an extreme decline of over 3 
points, was said to have been due largely to 
forced liquidation. In somé quarters it was 
suggested that the stock had been de- 
pressed with the object of checking the rise 
on the general list, in the fear that a too 
sudden rise might cause overspeculation 
and force money rates up again. 

The prosperous state of the coal trade 
was said to be responsible for the sharp 
advances in Jersey Central and Delaware 
and Hudson, these advances resulting 
largely from investment buying. 

Gould brokers took the greater part of 
the Wabash securities offered, but made no 
effort to bid prices up. Interests connected 
with the company deprecate the attempt 
being made in some parts of the Street to 
carry the impression that anything is to 
be declared on the Debenture B's at to- 
morrow’s meeting. It is admitted, how- 
ever, that a refunding scheme is under con- 
templation. 


IRON AND STEEL PROPERTY. 


Reviewing the general iron and steel 
trade situation, The Iron Age will to-day 
say: 

It is probable that a meeting of the lake iron 
ore producers will be held at Cleveland this week, 
at which prices will be established on cine prin- 
cipal grades at the present level of values. Some 
of the independent mines have entered into con- 
tracts with furnacemen for delivery of ore for a 
series of ten years, in some cases at close prices, 
but the tonnage so placed is not as large as re- 
ported. Other interests have made five-year 
contracts. Some of these transactions are not 
recent, however. Some furnace interests which 
do not purchase for more than two years at the 
utmost took up their next season’s supply some 
time since. On the whole a good deal of outside 
tonnage has been placed, to some extent for a 
considerable number of years. 

A feeling is growing that it will take all the 
power of the leading interests to keep the mar- 
ket from running away in iron and steel, since 
it actually begins to look like a scarcity in spite 
of our enormous production. This looks like an 
exaggeration of the case. We are quite near the 
importation point on quite a number of articles, 
while in other branches the markets are not any 
too firm. It is true that this applies to goods 
kept relatively high. 

Color is given to the views of the alarmists by 
the ease with which the whole machinery of pro- 
duction and distribution is thrown out of gear by 
any disturbance. When everything is keyed up 
as sharply as it is now any mishap interferes 
very seriously with output and with shipments, 
and the cry of disgust and of protest is sounded 
all along the line. 

In the Central West tHere has been further 
heavy buying of Bessemer, basic, and foundry 
iron, and there has also been at least one block 
of 10,000 tons of foreign Bessemer placed. The 
latter, however, is probably needed to cover sales 
of rails to Mexico. 

If the stage had not been so thoroughly filled 
with the spectacle of the copper collapse, lead 
might have claimed its share of attention. As 
it is, the dance is proceeding in the flies. The 
price has been dropped to 4 somewhat 
cmey apts 8 probably, owing to the weakness 
abroad. e smelting interest has performed 
quite a tour-de force with lead for many months,

What may be a revival of the old coffee 
and sugar war between Arbuckle Brothers 
and the Havemeyers, who control the 
American Sugar Refining Company, is in- 


dicated by the cut in the prices of sugar 
made by both parties and met by Howell 
of New Jersey. 

Dealers are holding off buying orders in 
the hope that the prices will go down fur- 
cher. The hard sugars are not affected by 
the cut. 


THE BURLINGTON SYNDICATE. 


The extension of the Burlington Syndicate 
was definitely announced yesterday. It was 
to expire by limitation on Jan. 1, but has 
been extended for six months. 

It has been generally understood that thia 


syndicate was called upon to furnish most 
of the $50,000,000 in cash to be used in pay- 
ing off Burlington shareholders who have 
agreed to take cash instead of bonds to be 
issued jointly by the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacifie Railroads, to secure the 
interest on Burlington bonds of the new 
issue. Most of these bonds have been issued, 
and the life of the syndicate has been eX- 
tended to finish the matter.

gage and ‘‘R 8S" for revenue stamps. The war 
revenue law, as amended, provides that a 25- 
cent stamp shall be placed on ell conveyances 
where the consideration or value exceeds $2,500 
and is under $3,000. Twenty-five cents addi- 
tional is required for each $600 of consideration 
over $3,000. This ‘‘ consideration’’ has been 
held to mean only the equity above the mort- 
gage, except in rare cases where the purchaser 
assumes payment of the mortgfige. The amount 
of the mortgage plus $2,500 plus 2,000 times the 
value of the revenue stamps on the conveyance 
should therefore show the true consideration for 
all properties over $2,500 in value.

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RICH MEN HASTEN 
TO LEARNED’S AID 


Madison Square Homes Filled with 
Pity for Him. 


The Basement Home of the ex-Mine 
Owner’s Family Soon Filled with 


Bounteous Supplies—Scant 


Hope of His Recovery. 


Parker Learned, once a mine owner of 
the West and later paymaster of a rich 
Western railroad, lies unconscious from the 
effects of privations in Bellevue Hospital. 
From affluence he began to drift into want 
soon after he came to New York, thirteen 
years ago, until he became a caretaker, and 
the house from which he was taken to the 
hospital Tuesday night is the one formerly 
occupied by the Yale Club, at 17 Madison 
Square North. 

Because Learned’s last fight to recuper- 
ate his broken fortunes happened to be 
made in one of the richest blocks of New 
York City, his wife and little son are in 
comfort to-day, although there was not 
coal enough to build a fire or to cook a 
meal. when the father was stricken. In 
some of yesterday morning’s papers ap- 
peared an account of the aged caretaker’s 
misfortune. The wealthy residents of Mad- 
ison Square North read of it at their break- 
fast tables, and contributions to aid the 
afflicted family began to pour into the 
basement of the old Yale Club. »* 

Adrian Iselin, Sr., who lives at 23, rose 
from a half-finished breakfast, ordered his 
automobile, and rode away from his door 
to order a ton of coal for Mrs. Learned. 
Mrs. Lydia A. Darling, whose home is at 
15, also read about the caretaker’s removal 
to the hospital, and from her house baskets 
full of provisions began to make their way 
into the cheerless basement. 

All through the early morning hours cabs 
were driven up to the door and men and 
women, dressed in clothes that betokened 
plenty of the world’s goods, entered the 
Learned home. None went away without 
contributing something, and when evening 
came Mrs. Learned had nearly $100 in cash 
and enough food and fuel to last for many 
days to come, 

Father Ducey of St. Leo’s Roman Cath- 
olic Church was among the early callers. 
He slipped into Mrs. Learned’s hand a 
jinglittg heap of coin. When he came out 
he was heard tou make remarks not compli- 
mentary to those who had known of the 
family’s destitute condition without doing 
something to relieve it. 

In the meanwhile the cabman who had 
brought Mr. Learned from One Hundred 
and Twenty-fourth Street, where he was 
found in a critical condition on Tuesday 
night, had been harassing the wife of the 
sick man for the sum of $4, which he 
claimed to be due to him. Robert O’Brien, 
who lives next door at 19, sent out the $4 
to pay him and he went away. 

Learned had been looking for work when 
he was found in One Hundred and Twenty- 
fourth Street. Some one recognized him 
and helped him into the vehicle, but neg- 
lected to pay the driver. After reaching 
home he became rapidly worse, and an am- 
bulance was called. He relapsed into un- 
consciousness after reaching the hospital 
and hope for his recovery is scant. 

While the rich neighbors were caring for 
the distressed family’s sufferings the owner 
of the house arrived. She is Mrs. Cornelius 
McCoon of 144 West Seventy-second Street. 
Her real estate holding are large, She, 
too, had read the accounts of Learned’s 
illness in the papers. As to what passed 
between her and the wife of the caretaker 
there is some difference of statement. 

Mrs. Learned says that she was orderea 
to leave the house at once, on the ground 
that she had allowed news damaging to the 
property to be printed in the newspapers. 
A servant of the O’Briens, next door, said 
last night that Mrs. McCoon forbade the 
coal nated by Mr. Iselin to be placed in 
the house, but that a compromise by which 
it should be stored in the back yard was 
finally effected. Mrs. McCoon herself, when 
seen yesterday afternoon on the sidewalk 
in front of her Seventy-second Street home, 
said that she had not treated Mrs. Learned 
harshly, but had told her ‘‘ to get out if she 
could better her condition.” 

Policemen Davis and Foye, who are at- 
tached to the. West Thirtieth Street Sta- 
tion, say that Learned was in dire straits, 
that he was perfectly sober, and that he 
was always trying unsuccessfully to get 
work. The officers say that they know the 
— well and have known him for a long 
time. 

Learned is sixty-four years old, white- 
haired, and feeble. His wife attributes his 
present collapse to want and to his being 
struck on the head several weeks ago by a 
piece of falling plaster. She is of English 
descent and was married to him twelve 
years ago, having met him soon after he 
came from the West. Their son, Louis, ten 
years old, is a bright little fellow, and it 
was through him that the wealthy neigh- 
bors, by a series of skillful ruses, succeeded 
in helping the family long before the final 
crash came. 

Learned was too proud to ask for assist- 
ance. He would beg for work, but if any 
one suggested charity he would refuse it 
emphatically, preferring to starve. Louis 
became known to all the inhabitants of the 
block, at least by sight. Some of them 
having found out about the condition of the 
family, with no fires or food or warm bed 
covering, used to call him into their houses 
and give him small gifts of money, 50 or 
25 cents at a time. 

The stricken man is a native of this State, 
his family having lived near Albany. All 
his relations, who were well-to-do people, 
are dead, except one sister, and her where- 
abouts are not now known to him. When 
= a young man he traveled West. - In 
he mining country he was more than ordi- 
narily successful. At one time he was 
closely connected with Flood, Mackay, and 
O’Brien. 

Retaining his mining interests, he shifted 
mest of his attention to the railroad busi- 
ness. Then he came to New York, where 
he was in the real estate business in Har- 
lem with a man named Brown. In that 
business he did not prosper, and about the 
same time a man who had been his part- 
ner in Western mining ventures played him 
false, with the result that he soon found 
himself ruined. 

Mrs. Learned said last night that her 
husband was a graduate of Amherst, and 
all the police officers and neighbors who 
knew him well testified to his education, 
character, and refinement. 

The residents of the block bounding Mad- 
ison Square on the north, most of whom 
have done something to help the Learneds 
within the last twenty-four hours, are Mr. 
and Mrs. I. Townsend Burden, Mrs. S. Ste- 
venson, Mr. and Mrs. Adrian Iselin, Jr., 
Mr. and Mrs. J. F. Kernochan, Mrs. Will- 
iam Whitney. Mr. and Mrs. Frank Work, 
Mrs. L. A. Darling, Mr. and Mrs. B. H. 
Field, Mr. and Mrs. Adrian Iselin, Sr., Mr. 
and Miss O’Brien, Mr. and Mrs. Charles 8. 
Abercrombie, and Mrs. Elizabeth Osgood. 

Mr. Abercrombie, wrapped up securely 
against the cold, came out of his house late 
Aenea wom f afternoon and walked to the 

asement door of Mrs. Learned. 

“T want to find out about this,’’ he said, 
his tall silk hat almost scraping against the 
stoop as he bent to walk under. The story 
was told to him at first hand by Mrs. 
Learned, who was weeping piteously, and 
by several others who happened to be 
present. 

“Well,” said Mr. Abercrombie, ‘ you 
have enough to get along on for a time. 
I'll come back later, and if I find that your 
side is the right one and that you want 
anything more you shall have it.”’ 

During the day, besides the many gifts. 
came several offers of work for Learned 
if he should recover. One of these offers 
came from the Yale Club up town. Among 
the gifts were two twenty-dollar bills, one 
donated by Mr. Iselin along with the ton of 
coal, and the other from a man who gave 
the name of Seligman.

Steamship Advance Rescues the Crew 
of the Schooner E. M. Yai@ag 
Off Hatteras. 


Seven men and a big Newfoundland dog 
were brought to New York by the Panama 
liner Advance yesterday, having been res- 
cued from what remained afloat of the 
three-masted schooner Edward M. Young 
off Cape Hatteras, at 7 o'clock Monday 
morning. The men were without water and 
nearly frozen to death when the Advance 
sighted them. All were perched on the 
top of the deckhouse, the rest of the vessel 
being below water. Thé only thing that 
kept them from freezing to death was the 
warm water of the Gulf Stream that was 
pouring over them practically all the time 
that they were adrift. 

The Young, with a cargo of lumber, sailed 
from Georgetown, S. C., on Dec. 17. Sat- 
urday night, when off Point Lookout, she 
ran into a southeast gale. The gale was so 
fierce that the schooner soon gave way be- 
fore it, and along in the night she sprang 
a leak. The lumber in the vessel kept her 
from sinking. Sunday’ morning 


still further disabled. The drinking water 
was lost, and as the sea rose in the 
schooner, causing her to be submerged, the 
men climbed on top of the deckhouse, the 
only thing except the masts that was left 
above the water. 

During this time the steamship Daphne, 
which arrived yesterday, passed close by. 
She apparently thought the men on the 
schooner did not need any assistance, for 
she failed to stop and take them off. 

Monday morning the Advance hove_in 
sight and accomplished the rescue. The 
men were nearly famished and had on very 
few clothes. Yesterday, when the Advance 
got in port, Capt. Maddocks of the Young 
wore a coat belonging to Capt. Phillips of 
the Advance, while the other men wore 
raiment given them by the crew. 

During the rescue, which was in charge of 
Edward Hammond, mate of the Advance, 
the dog. which was named ‘‘ Jumbo,” had 
his starboard leg aft, broken. It happened 
when he landed in the rescuing boat, into 
which he was thrown from the top of the 
deckhouse. The rescued men are Capt. 
John Maddocks, P. J. Peterson, mate; 
Charles Cahill, the cook, and Hall Pierson, 
Gona Anderson, William Perry, and Will- 
iam Leckie, men before the mast.

New Jersey Court Asked to Interpret 
Unintelligible Instrument of Pater- 
son Man Who Died in 1890 
Worth $150,090. 


Ex-Judge William Scott of Paterson yes- 
terday applied to Vice Chancellor Pitney, 





will of George Beesley, who died in Pater- 
son in 1890. Beesley was supposed to be 
a poor man, and the surprise was great 
when it was discovered that he had left 
an estate valued at $150,000. 

He left a will in which he named Wesley 
Buckley and Arnold B. Huysoon as execu- 
tors. The will was so involved that neither 
the executors nor the lawyers to whom 
they submitted it could make out the tes- 
tator’s meaning beyond the fact that his 
daughters, Minnie, now eighteen years old, 
and Annie, fourteen years old, are to re- 
ceive $300 a year each until Annie becomes 
of legal age. There is & son, Edward, 
twenty-four years old, but no provision is 
made for him until the division of the 
estate, when Annie becomes of legal age. 

‘George Beesley,” said Judge Scott, in 
presenting the will to the Vice Chancellor, 
‘“‘was a miser, and lived the life 
miser. He starved his children and sent 
them to live with strangers. At the last 
Thanksgiving Day dinner, served in his 
home, he and his children sat down to a 
ean of sardines and a can 
forced his son, Edward, to go to saloons 
and eat free lunches.”’ 


Judge Scott tried to explain the terms of | 
the will as well, but was interrupted by the | 


Vice Chancellor, who said he would read 
the document at his leisure. He 
who drew the will, and one of the executors 
said it had been drawn under the direction 
of Judge Scott. After the laughter 
subsided the Judge explained that he had 
merely given Beesley general directions 
for the préparation of the document, pre- 
suming that he would have his will written, 
when he was ready, by a lawyer. 

Vice Chancellor Pitney then 
Miss Beesley and her sister, after which 
he made them an allowance of $1,250 a 
year each, and directed the executors to pay 
Miss Beesley $100 at once and to pay her 
sister Annie $50 at the same time. He also 
allowed Judge Scott $250 and gave Messrs. 
Merry and Hardin, counsel for the execu- 
tors, $150 each. 

The Vice Chancellor said he could fix no 
date for announcing his construction of the 
will. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


WHEN QUESTION OF CONTRIBUTORY NEGLI- 
GENCE Is FOR THE JuRY.—Mrs, William 
Canning was run over and killed while 
crossing the tracks of the Buffalo, Roches- 
ter and Pittsburg Railway Company at 
Gainsville, N. Y., at 10:30 o’clock on the 
night of Noy. 21, 1896. The night was 
stormy and very dark. The unfortunate 
woman was walking a few rods ahead of 
her husband. He discovered an engine 
approaching and called to his wife. At 
this time she was just at the tracks. She 
stopped, held up a lantern she was carry- 
ing, looked, and said: ‘‘It is so far down 
we have plenty of time to go over. If we 
don’t it may switch here and keep us 
standing half an hour.’ She then con- 
tinued on her way, and was struck and 
killed by a gondola car. On the trial of Mr. 
Canning’s suit against the railway com- 
pany to recover damages for the 
desth of his wife, it appeared that 
the engine was backing toward the 
crossing with eight gondola cars before It. 
The length of one of these cars was thirty 
feet and the space between cars was three 
teet. Mr. Cannimg said the engine was 
about 3138 feet away when he first dis- 
covered it. He noticed it by the noise of 
its puffing. He saw lights on the locomo- 
tive and sparks flying out of its smoke- 
stack. The evidence of Mr. Canning and 
his witnesses was to the effect that there 
were no lights on the cars, nor was any 
signal given of their approach. It was so 
dark the cars could not be seen, and what- 
ever noise they made seems to have been 
drowned in the noise of the engine. 

The jury gave a verdict for the plaintiff, 
but on appeal to the Appellate Division 
that court held that the plaintiff was guilty 
of contributory negligence, and ordered a 
new trial, When the case came up for a 
new hearing the trial court, in obedience 
to the ruling of the appellate tribunal, dis- 
missed the complaint, and that disposition 
of th2 case was upheld on the second ap- 
peal. The Court of Appeals, however, has 
ordered a reversal, holding that under the 
circumstances disclosed the decedent was 
not bound as a immatter of law to anticipate 
that there might be a train ef cars ap- 
proaching between the engine and the 
crossing. ‘‘ Considering,’’ says Judge Cul- 
len for the court, ‘‘ the number of cars be- 
fore the engine and the circumstances at- 
tending the accident, the question cf plaint- 
iff’s contributory negligence was one of 
fact for the jury, not of law for the court.”

STEAM ROLLER PROPERLY ON STREET.— 
John I. Rector, a cartman, turned his horse 
from State Street into Onondaga Street, 
Syracuse, to go up the latter street to de- 
liver hardware at the Wesleyan Methodist 
Publishing Building. A steam roller was 


standing near the curb, not far from the 
building, and Rector was warned of its 
presence. The roller was motionless, at- 
tended by one man, and was not emitting 
any steam, Rector left his horse unhitched 
in front of the publishing building while he 
unloaded the hardware. Steam soon com- 
menced to escape from the safety valve of 
the roller, making a sharp, popping noise. 
The horse became frightened and started 
to run away. While attempting to catch 
the animal Rector received severe injuries. 
In his action for damages against the Syra- 
cuse Rapid Transit Railway Company, the 
owner of the roller, the jury rendered a 
verdict in his favor. The judgment has 
been reversed by the Fourth Appellate Di- 
visicn, the court holding—it having been 
shown that the railroad company complied 
with the statutory requirement of notifying 
persons approaching the steam roller with- 
in cne-eighth of a mile—that the defendant 
was not guilty of actionable negligence, 
the escape of steam through the safety 
vaive being incident to the ordinary oper- 
ation of a steam engine. Justice McLen- 
nan, for the court, says the plaintiff had 
no right to assume, because the engine was 
noiseless and motionless during the two or 
three minutes befor= the accident, that it 
was a dead engine or not under steam. 
“The logation of the steam roller in a 
public street,” continues the Justice, 
* clearly indicated that it was not being 
stored at that place, but was there either 
for the purpose of use or to be transferred 
to some other.place.

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| SEVEN MEN AND A DOG SAVED., MRS, SIBLEY’S SUIT 


FOR LIMITED DIVORCE 


Says that Her Husband Treated 
Her with Cruelty. 


Mr. Sibley’s Counsel Produces Letters 
from the Wife in Which She Ad- 


dressed Him Affectionately. 


The suit for a limited divorce brought by 
Mrs. Carlie Weil Sibley against her hus- 
band, Richard Clay Sibley, which has been 
up in the courts on motions for the past 
few years, was finally brought to trial be- 
fore Justice Truax in the Supreme Court 
yesterday. Mrs, Sibley, the plaintiff, is a 
granddaughter of the late Henry Weil of 
Brooklyn, from whom she inherited a for- 
tune, and her husband, from whom she 
seeks a separation on the grounds of cruel 
and inhuman treatment, was the organizer 
of the so-calléd Whisky and Rubber Trusts. 
He was represented in court yesterday by 
his counsel, L, Laflin Kellogg. 

Mrs. Sibley, who is still a young woman, 
having been married in 1888, when she was 
only sixteen years of age, took the witness 
stand yesterday and told the story of her 
marital troubles which, she said, had ex- 
tended over a period of several years, be- 
ginning only a few months after her mar- 
riage. Notwithstanding the heat in the 
court room Mrs. Sibley, who is a very fine- 
looking woman, wore a heavy sable cloak 
all the time she was in there and while on 
the witness stand. 

Examined by Justice Truax, Mrs. Sibley 
said her husbaud began to abuse her only 
a few months after their marriage, when 
they were living at a hotel in Seabright, N. 


J. She said that it was in the Summer, and 
that a schoolmate of hers, the daughter of 
ex-Mayor Strong, invited her to attend a 
dance. 

‘““When I toid my husband that I wished 
to go to the dance,’’ Mrs. Sibley said, ‘ he 
swore at me, struck me,and forbade me ever 
to dance during the entire.course of our 
married life. Mrs. John F. Plummer was 
present when he used shocking language to 
me. He made me take a solemn oath upon 


} the spot that I would never dance in my 


life, and trembling and in great fear, I took 
the oath."’ 

Justice Truax asked: ‘‘ Do you remember 
what took place in i887 in reference to club 
The witness replied that she 
had told her husband that she did not ap- 
prove of married men going to clubs, 
whereupon he grasped her by the throat. 

‘** Did he bite you?”’ asked Justice Truax. 
The witness replied that her husband had 
only struck her and endeavored to choke 
her. Mrs. Sibley said that at the Vander- 


} bilt Club, in 1893, her husband suddenly be- 


came enraged at her without an excuse and 
left her among comparative strangers to go 
home alone. When she arrived home he 
offered the excuse that he simply left her 
to teach her a lesson not to want to go out 
at night. She said that every Christmas 
her grandfather gave her a-check for $250, 
and that her husband made her indorse it 
over to him. She said that on one occasion 
her husband told her that he did not care 
whether she was carried out of the house 
a corpse or not. 

She also said that at one time her hus- 
band had borrowed $350,000 from her grand- 
father. and in that way alienated her 
grandfather's affection from her by reason 
of which she was damaged in not receiving 
the provision she expected by her grand- 
father’s will. Mrs. Sibley said that she did 
not know exactly what -her husband's 
means were, but that they had lived at the 
rate of $50,000 a year, keeping many sery- 
ants, horses and carriages, and elaborate 
Summer and Winter establishments. 

Cross-examinéd by the defendant's coun- 
sel, Mr. Kellogg, Mrs. Sibley admitted that 
she had always called her husband ‘* Duke” 
and that he had called her ‘“* Ted,”’ and had 
used the terms often after the violent 
quarrels she spoke of. Mr. Kellogg intro- 
duced a number of letters written by Mrs. 
Sibley to her husband after the times she 
had stated that her husband had abused 


| her, in which she addressed him in the most 
quéstioned 


affectionate and endearing terms. In 1899, 
a year after they had separated, Mr. Sibley 
wrote a letter to his wife. which he de- 
scribed in his affidavit submitted by his 
counsel as ‘‘ My Appeal to My Queen.” It 
was a very long letter, containing a poetical 
recital of all their marital troubles and 
pleading for the return of “the love of 
younger days.” 

Mr. Sibley’s answer to the charges of his 
wife contains hundreds of other similar let- 
ters. The case was not concluded. 


WHO WANTS A DACHSHUND ? 


Also a Pair of White Bantams for 
Christmas Presents. 


There is quite a chance that some one in 
town will find in his stocking on Christmas 
morning a dachshund pup and a pair of 
white bkantams that were bought on the 
day before Christmas at a knockdown price.

WILL ENFORCE BUILDING LAWS. 


Superintendent Stewart Says that He 
Will Do Away with Corruption and 
Dishonest Employes. 


Superintendent of Buildings Perez M. 
Stewart and Consulting Architect William 
Martin Aiken called at the Building Depart- 
ment yesterday afternoon and spent two 
hours looking over the ground and becom- 
ing familiar with the workings of the de- 
partment. Mr. Stewart said last night that 


with Mr. Aiken he would spend much of the 
time up to Jan. 1 in learning the routine of | 


the department. 
“In administering the building code T 


shall play no favorites,’’ said Mr. Stewart 
last night. ‘‘ Every man who has business 
with my bureau will be treated fairly. The 
building laws will be enforced, but I expect 
no trouble, except with the comparatively 
few contractors who systematically evade 
the law. I shall use my utmost endeavors 
to wipe out the petty corruption which has 
existed in the Building Department for 
many years. 

“Honest and efficient employes now on 
the rolls will be retained by me. Inefficient 
and dishonest employes will do me a serv- 
ice by getting out without waiting_for their 
walking papers. I shall endeavor to observe 
the civil service law in letter and spirit, but 
do not expect to be hampered by it in weed- 
ing out incompetent Inspectors. The revised 
charter gives me power to summarily sus- 
pend or remove the subordinates of the 
Building Bureau, 

“An arrangement has been entered into 
by which after Jan. 1 the Building Superin- 
tendents of Manhattan, the Bronx, and 
Brooklyn will meet every two weeks to dis- 
cuss matters of mutual interest. We will 
endeavor to enforce the building code along 
similar lines in the various boroughs.”’ 


PARK AVENUE TUNNEL CHANGES 


Property Owners Get a Writ of Cer- 
tiorari to Review Health Board’s 
Order for Improvements. 


William J. Roome, owner of the property 
at 101 East Fifty-seventh Street, and Mary 
H. Smith, owner of the property at 101 
East Sixty-ninth Street, obtained a writ of 
certiorari from Justice Leventritt in the 


Supreme Court yesterday to review the ac- 
tion of the Board of Health in peremptor- 
ily ordering the New York Central Railroad 
to make certain changes in the construction 
of the Park Avenue tunnel. In the appli- 
cation for the writ the petitioners, who 
are members of the Park Avenue Associa- 
tion, state that the Board of Health had no 
right to order the railroad to change the 
construction of the tunnel, and that the act 
ot Commissioner Sexton in issuipg the or- 
der was irregular and illegal. 

The petitioners allege that the change in 
the construction of the tunnel, which con- 
sists merely in the taking out of parts of 
the stone walls between the centre and side 
tunnels, and supporting the roof of the tun- 
nel with steel columns, will increase the 
noise, smoke, gases, and cinders which is- 
sue from the tunnel, and thereby bring 
about a depreciation in the value of prop- 
erty along Park Avenue. 

The order of Commissioner Sexton was 
issued on Aug. 29 to President Newman, 
and since then the railroad company has 
submitted plans for the changes ordered by 
him which have been approved. 


CAUGHT IN AN ICEBOX. 


Five Men Found in a Refrigerator When 
Capt. Chapman Raided Al- 
leged Poolroom. 


Capt. Chapman made another unsuccess- 
ful raid yesterday afternoon on an alleged 
peolroom at 334 Bowery. He captured no 
prisoners after smashing two doors. <A 
hundred men escaped, but forty were 


caught in the room and five in an icebox 
in the yard. They were all let go. 

Capt. Chapman got a letter to the effect 
that a poolroom was being run at the num- 
ber, and, calling Wardmen Hall and Mc- 
Guire, he took out his crowbar and axe. 

Capt. Chapman knocked in the first door 
they came to in the house, and went to the 
first floor, where he smashed a second 
door.

BELIEVE CLERK WAS KILLED. 


Undertaker Found Bruises on Herman 
Nutt’s Body and Notified Coroner— 
Skull Was Found Crushed. 


Herman Nutt, eighteen years old, clerk 
in a Fulton Street liquor store, who was 
found dead in bed Tuesday morning in his 
furnished room in the house of Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Lewis, at 8 Bedford Street, is be- 
lieved now to have been murdered. It was 
supposed that he had died from natural 
causes, and the body was removed to the 
undertaking establishment of Henry E. 
Howe, 5 Seventh Avenue, on a Coroner’s 
permit. 

Alonzo E. Nutt of 509 Broome Street, a 
brother, engaged J. Winterbottom & Son, 
undertakers of 194 Spring Street, and when 
their manager, Richard L. Senior, went to 
Howe's place to claim it yesterday morn- 
ing, he found black bruises on the right side 
of the jaw and cheek and on the back of 
the neck, and notified the authorities. The 
body was taken to the Morgue, where Dep- 
uty Coroner O'Hanlon found that the man 
had died from blows, and that his skull had 
been crushed, probably by a sand bag or 
lead pipe. 

Capt. Martens of the Charles Street police 
station was informed later in the day by 
reporters of these elements of the case 


and expressed surprise that he should not 
have been notified immediately by the Cor- 
oners’ Office. Detectives were put to work. 
Mrs. Lewis was questioned. She said she 
had not seen the young man for a week 
before she found his body. He must have 
come in some time Monday night, but she 
could not tell at what hour. The body 
was dressed save for the coat and waist- 
coat when found, and lay upon the bed, 
and there was no blood upon the clothing. 
This was the gist of her story. No robbery 
seems to have been committed, as Nutt’s 
watch and the small amount ot money he 
is known to have carried were found. 

A lodger named Jones said that between 
1 and 2 o’clock Tuesday morning he heard 
a sound as of a scuffle and fall in Nutt's 
room, which is on the same floor as his 
own. A chair is said by Alonzo Nutt to 
have been lying overturned by the side of 
the bed when the body was discovered. 
The police are still working on the case.
